Tre PRINTER TO THE READER. 


Fever was a Relation , whoſe truth might be indubitable, it 

queſtionleſſe this which I give you at preſent. It was com- 
poſed on the Publick Acts, drawn from the Regiſters of the 
Eſtate, and expoſed to the eys of thoſe who were ey-witne(- 
ſes of the things whereof it treateth, and made the ſpeeches 
which are inſerted there , and which arc fo faithfully related, 
that except one onely, there is none which was not pronoun- 
ced in the fame manner as you ſee them here written, After 
this; ohe cannot doubt, that it may not one day ſerve adyan- 
tagiouſly the Hiſtory of the time, whoſe mervellous revolution 
of the affairs of England, shall make one of the principal parts. 
It is requiſite the world should know the particularitics, which 
you $hall not find bur in this diſcourſe, and Ithink tooblige my 
Country ; in publishing the marks of affeCtion ahd good will, 
which one of the firſt Kings of Chriſtendom hath left ir. The 
Relation is French , becauſe the King would uſe that tongue, 
during the reſidence, whereof you have here the recital, though 
he thar compoſed it, hinders it not to be extant in other langua- 
ges, but would that all people of the Univerſe should know ir. 
I confeſs, it would have been more proper to have pur it forth as 
ſoon as it was made, immediately after the Kings departure, and 
I would have given you this ſatisfaction if the diligence of thoſe 
men that graved the Plates, had anſwered my defire ; Bur I 
ceaſe not to hope , thatit will not be ill received, and thatthis 
production, though tardive , will have its agreements, as well 
as the fruits, which though given by nature but ih a late ſeaſon, 
pleaſe notwithſtanding, and are carcfully preſerved. I confets 
alſo, that ſome faults are eſcaped in the Imprett'on , which all 
the diligentcare of the Correctorcould notavoid. There 15not 
any though, that I know, which alters the ſenſc, and which your 
diſcretion may not cither correct, or cxcule.

(Hen the Parliament began at London , the 
fourth day of May, in this preſent Year 1 660. 
it was no new thing in the noble breaſt of his 
Excellence the Lord General Monck, Com- 


wherewith he ſaw his poor country ſo long afflited, to think of 
the means to eſtablish there the Monarchal government, groun- 
ded upon the oldand primitive Laws of the Eſtate. "This could 
notbeafreeParliament,and ſucha oneasthe whole Kingdom de- 
manded, if it were iot compoſed of two Houſes, viz. the Higher 
. Houſe of Lords or Peers , and the Lower Houſe of Commons,or 
Deputies of the Provinces, For the ſame violence which had de- 
{troyed the eſſential form of the eſtate,had fo disfigured that illus 
{trious Body, in cutting off one of its principal members, that 
being incapable to ac for the injportant affairs , which made the 
A Cons 
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convocation of that great aſſetnbly to be judged abſolutely: ne- 
ceſlary if it opened not the Higher houſe which tyranny had 
Shut up, it muſt of neceſſity find it fit to repeal the Lords , who 
had voice and place there for ſo many Ages; Ifay many Ages, 
becauſe it may be truly affirmed, that this cuſtom is no lefle an- 
cientthen Monarchy it ſelf,ſfince that from the time that it came 
out of the hands of the Britans and Saxons , to-paſle into the fa- 
mily of thoſe thatpoſleſle it ar preſent, the Eſtates of England 
never affembled but the Peers were called, as well as the Depu- 
ties from the towns of the Kingdom, The reſolution which was 
taken on this occaſion was not ſo ſoon executed, and ſcarce had 
the two Houſes began their aſſemblies to labour in regulating 
the government, which the paſs'd diſotders had perverted into 
a miſerable Anarchy ; bur there appeared, on the twelfth of the 
{ame moneth of May, at the dore, one of the Gentlemen of the 
Th-&g King's Bed-chamber , named Sir John Greenyil, who deman- 
&-rarlia- ded Permiſſion to preſent Letters to the Houſe from his Majeſty. 
""* ThatSacredname,which not long ſince was the averſion of yar-

lets and fanaticks , was heard with veneration, and inſpired into 
thatilluſtrious aſſembly ſuchextraordinary and advantagious mo- 
tions for the King , that it was impollible for it toexpreſle them, 
as we alſo will not undertake torepreſent them here upon paper, 

 Irfufficeth to fay, thatnotabove three or four months before , 
it had been a crime of high treaſon to ſpeak in Parliament in be- 
half of the King; but now no ſooner is that great name pro- 
nounc'd, then one ſecs a general joy in the countenance of all 
the commons, and obſeryes a moſt high reſpect for that divine 
charter, They cauſed the Gentleman to enter ; The Speakers 
of the two Houſes receive the King's Letters from his hand,and 
make the Secretary to read them, eyery one, in the meane time, 
with the greateſt expreſſive ſubmiſſion of the world, ſtanding 
bare headed. 

The two Houſes compoſe but one ſole Parliament, and they 
are two members of one an the ſame bady;-1o that the King in 
writing to each of them, upon one and the Mpc ſubject, might 
well make uſe of one Letter, and addrefle it nor only under di- 

vers 
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vers inſcriptions , to the two Houſes ; but alſo to General 
Monck for the Army ; to Admiral Montague for the Fleet, and 
to the Major of London for the Capital town of his Kingdom , 
which were all united with one and the ſame affection , and la- 
boured unanimouſly to make one and rhe ſame deſign to ſuc- 
ceed, His Majeſty added thereunto an excellent Declaration , 7: xz 
for the ſafety and repoſe of thoſe, who tortured in their con- 3.1.5 
ſciences, for having partaken in the rebellion , might fear the \ frog 
punishment of it, and in that fear might oppoſe the tranquility 
of the Eſtate, and the calling in of their lawful Prince. It is prin- 
tcd and published,as well as the Letter: but that shall not hinder 
me to ſay, that there was never ſeen a more perfect aflemblage 
ofall the moſt excellent natural qualities, and of all the yertues, 
as-well Royal, as Chriſtian, wherewith a great Prince may be en- 
dowed, then was found in thoſe two wonderfull productions; 
They breath bur piety and zeal for the glory of God and for 
Religion , but tendernefſe for the afflictions of his people, but 
eſteem for the Parliament, but firmneſs for the conyerſation ofthe 
King's rights, an admirable prudetice for the regulating of affairs, 
an inexemplar conduCt for the re-eſtablischment of the govern- 
ment in its former eſtate;love for the good,indulgence for the {e= 
duced,and a more then Chriſtian clemency for criminals,orrather 
for crime it ſelf: for a crime, I ſay, ſo black, and ſo abhominable, 
that as there hath net been an example in hiſtory, ſince the crea- 
tion of the world, ſo it is to be hoped that the goodneſle of his 
Majeſty, will not make it ſerve for example to the following 
ages. Both one and tother wrought the effect, which the King 
promiſed to himſelf from them , ſince 'they fully gained the 
hearts , which the miſeries of the time paſs'd, had already very 
muchdiſpoſed to acknowledge their Prince. For the Letter and 
Declaration were no ſooner read, but the Parliament declared 
that the ſentiments of the King were good, lawful,generous, and 
conformable to the fundamental laws of the Eſtate, the govern- 
ment whereof ought to be compoſed of a King, of Lords or 
Peers, and of Commons and judging that the people would be 
well fatisfied in the Declaration which the King had granted 
A-4 them, 
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them; the Parliament ordained, at the ſame time, that moſt hum 
ble thanks should be returned to his Majeſty for the favourable 
Letter which he graciouſly had written to them : That to disin« 
eage his Majeſty from the place where he was, and to facilitate 
his paſſage, they ordered him preſently a ſum of fifty thouſand 
pounds ſterling, which was increaſed with another of ten thou- 
ſand,by the inhabitants of the City of London:Thart the Admiral 
Montague should go, with his Fleer, to attend the King's orders 
on the coaſt of Holland: That the two Houſes,and City of Lon- 
don,should ſend to beſcech him,by their Deputies, to cone forth- 
with totake poſſeſſion ofthe Kingdoms, which God and his Right 
had given him ; and that, in the mean time, Sir John Greenyil 
_— be diſpatched: with the Parliaments anſwer , and should 
to Breda the reſoJurions and prayers of the two Houſes, or 
arSA the juſt impatience whichall England had to ſee again their 
Soveraign, after a fad abſence of ſo many years, 
1M Bur that which is moſt remarkable in theſe reſolutions, is, chat 
they were not taken after a long conteſtation, nor upon a ſimple 
acquieſmentof the aſſembly , but by the expreſle ſuffrages : and 


upon the univerſal and unanimous conſeht of all the Deputics of 

 thetwo Houlſcs,who labourcd in cmulation of each other, which 

Should give the moſt proofs of affeftion. The Parliament alſo

We haye made known to the People, that our King, ,, 
the glory of England 1s returning unto his Kingdom, and haye ,, 
heardreſound in our cars theſe agrecable proteſtations,that they ,, 
are ready to receive him, and their hearrs open to lodge him : 3, 
and as well the Parliament , as Pcopic have already cried aloud 3, 
together with one voice 1n rheir prayers to the King of Kings, ,, 
Long live King Charls the ſecond, Ihave allo to tet] you, continued s, 
he, that the Parliament, not willing that you should returh with- 3, 
out ſome mark of acknowledgement to the King, your Soye- » 
raign and ours , hath ordained you the fum of five hundred », 
pounds ſterling , to buy you a Jewel, to make you to remember , 
the honour which his Majeſty hath done you, in charging you »» 
with a Commiſſion of this nature , whereof you have fo well » 
acquitted your ſelf, that the Parliament hath commanded me to 
oye you thanks, > 
.. We muſt confeſſe, that there is ſomething very extraordi- 
nary in this maryellousreyolution ; bur ir is alſo certain , that 
there is nothing miraculous in it. 'The King was not ſurpriſed 


thercat, God uſed him iri the conduct of this great work. He 
had laboured therein ; he had obſerved the difpolitions and 
knew the progreſlcs thereof; and in this foreſight he departed 

from Bruxels the laſt of March, togo to Breda. And though 

{ince in the ſame month, he wenr ſometimes to Bruxels and to 
Antwerp,he was reſolved notwithſtanding not to remain there, 

but to betake him to the Princeſs Royal his liſter. 

Many conl(iderations obliged him to depart the Territorres 
under the obedience of the King of Spain in this conjuncture of 
affairs; but the ſole convenience which he had at Breda, to rc 
ceive at all times Poſts from England , which paſſed and re- 
paſſed every day and hour,and to go fromtherice unto Holland, 
ro expedite the return into his Kingdom , might invite him to 
transfer hs Court there for a while. He arrived there the 14. ,,, ;;,, 
of April, and was the ſame day complemented by M*Snel, old 7s = 
Burgemaſter, in the name of the Magiſtrate, who would likewiſe

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| oblige the Town to make a folemn entrance to his Majeſty , but 

i the Princeſs Royall hindred it for molt conſiderable reafons, 

þ | The 17 the Lord Mordant arrived there, with full afſurances of 
the good will of the Parliament, and that it would labour indu- 
bitably for the re-eſtablichment of the King as ſoon as itshould 
be compleat, and that the entrance into it should be made the 
day that had been named for it. 

From that time forward , there paſſed not a day almoft 
that the King received not ſome remarkable news , upon 
which he might ground infallible hopes of his re-eſtablishment. 

Lenkei's The 25, of April Sir John Greenvil , ſince Earl of Bath, and 
Sir John Boys , brought him intelligence of the defeat of 
General Lambert ; he had been priſoner in the Tower of Lon- 

don, by vertuc of an Ordinance of the Councel of Eſtate, 
and made an eſcape thence with deſign to put himſelf in the 

head of thoſe that would oppoſe Monarchal government; 

but he was beaten , and taken by Colonel Ingoldsby , and 
brought back unto his former Priſon, before he could afſemble 
i troops 'enough , to form the body of an Army. He received 
the ſame day Letters from Admiral Montague,which continued 

to aſſure him of the good eſtate of the affairs of the Kingdom , 

and of the {incerity of his intentions, of which he had already 

given proofs many months before when Sir George Booth took 

up Arms for the King , under the name of good Englishmen , 

7hePrince Which demanded the conyocation of a Free-Parliament. The 
7,u> Prince of Orenge,his Nephew,was at Breda the 16. of theſame 
Frets: moneth, andeyery day ſome Prince, or perſon of quality, came 
to rejoice with his Majeſty for the happy change of his fortune, 

4.46, whereof they beganto have almolt infallible aſſurances. Prince 
Fredericof Frederic of Naſſau , brother to Prince Maurice, of whom we 
Shall have occaſion to ſpeak hereafter, arrived there the 2.'of

ner: inſomuch that he would voluntarily ſup with his Highneſs, 
accompanied with the Dukes his brothers , and live with him in 
a confidence , which might make him to hope for a very parti- 


cular good wil for the 3.o0h 

The 14 of May, a day fatal to the molt potent Kingdom of 71. 1. 
Chriſtendom,for the death of the two laſt Kings, was that which 374. 
fully aſſured the King of the revolution of the attairs of his King- Wp., 
dom, through the advertiſcmenr which came to Breda of ww hat —_ 
was done in Parliament the eleventh ofthe fame month, as we 
have ſpoken of it before; and the next day, after the news was 
brought, being the 15, they being of great importance, were ſent 7 
to the Hague, by Letters from the Princeſſe Royal, dS 
ſeen in the Aſſembly of the Eſtates General. The Eſtates of the is 
Province of Holland who were at that timeaſlembled in a body, 
and had by their wiſedom foreſeen, in the diſpoſition of the £ 
fairs of England , the change which would apparently arrive 
there, had alſo foreſcen by their prudence , the adyertiſement 
which was given of the Declaration of the Parliament, For on —_— 
thurſday the 13 of May , before it could be known what paſſed /'42* 
at London, that illuſtrious Senate, making reflection upon the £-z: 
preſcnt conſtitution of affairs, and on the apparences of the neer 
and indubitable re-eſtablishment of the King, reſolved that M. 
Beverweert, Strevelshouck, Vlooswijck , and Teylingen, De- 
puties at the Aſſembly from the Nobility, and from the Towns 
of Dort, Amſterdam, and Alckmaer, should depart immcdiately 
after they knew the intention of the Parliament,to make known 
to the King of greatBritainthe afteCtion of this Province for the 
perſon of his Majeſty, and tor all the Royall Family, to teltitic 
-unto himthe joy and ſatisfaction they had to ſee infallible diſpo- 
ſitions , almoſt ready to place him inthe Throne of his An- 
ceſtors; and toatlure him of the ſtrong inclination which they 
had to make with him ;- and with the Kingdoms under his aus 
thority, a firm, and indiffolvable alliance , for the mutual con- 


ſeryation of the common intereſts of his Eſtate, and of this Re- 
S publick; 
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publick;But chiefly to make him offers of ſervice,and to beſcech 
him todo this Province the honour to reſide there, as in a place 
moſt commodious for communication with his Subjects for his 
paſſage into England;and to receive there the effeQs of the moſt 
ſincere proteſtations of reſpe&t and amity , which they cauſed to 
be made unto himby their Deputies. They hadalfo order to inſiſt 
particularly upon this laſt point,as onthe moſt important of their 
commiſſion,and to ule to this purpoſe the molt civil and moſt en» 
oaging terms,that intereſt of Eſtate,and affeCtion for the goodof 
theircountry could dictate to them, They enjoined alſothe ſame 
Deputies to officiate with the Dukes of York and Gloceſter, the 
King's brothers, and with the Princeſs Royall, his Siſter, and

rall , thatthe ſame offices might be made of their part with his 
Majeſty , and with all the Royal perſons. 

The laſt point of this Reſolution was executed the next day , 
when M* de Wit, Pentionary Councellor, Keeper of the great 
ſeal , and Lieutenant of the Fiefs of Holland, was in the Aſlſem- 
bly of the States General, where it was reſolved , that M* de 
Ripperda Lord of Buirſe , Deputy to the States Generall of the 


Province of Gelderland,; M" de Merode , Lord of Rumine, 
Deputy from theNobility of Hollandto the Aſſembly ofthe ſame 


States General, named to the extraordinary Embaſſage of Spain, 
and Guldewagen of Holland , Vrybergen of Zealand, Ren\- 
woude of Utrecht, Velſen of Frieſeland , and Isbrants of Gro- 
ning Should 0 to Breda to congratulate the King for his glori- 
ous re-eſtablishment,and do with his Majeſty , with the Dukes 
of York and Gloceſter, and with the Princeſſe Royall, the ſame 
office which the Deputies of the Province of Holland had order 
to do with him,in the name of their Superiours, 

The States of Holland pretended,that their Deputation would 
have no effect, until they should have advertiſement of the De- 
claration of the Parliament, not, that they doubted of its inten- 
tion, but becauſe they judged, that it imported the ſervice of 
the King,ſo to uſc it whereby not to prevent the Parliament,and 


to do nothing rashly in an affair of this conſequence , where ci- 
vilt 
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vility done out of ſeaſon , was both incommodiousand unpros 
firable, Notwithſtanding foraſmuch as it was heceſſary that his 
Majeſty should know the ſentiments of the Eſtates, they or- 
dained that he should have aſſurance thereof under harid , by 
othces efficacious and capable to expreſs them well, and to this 
purpoſe, they judged it fitthar the perſon of M* Lewes of Naſ. = 
ſau, Lord of Lecque and Beyerweert,&c. Serjeant Major Gene- 4 
ral ofthe Armies of the United Provinces , and Governour of 
the Boſch, should be {o much the more proper for that, as the 
deyoirs which he was obliged to render to the King, in his par= 
ticular , might ſerve for pretext to his voiage. And, indeed, the 
perſon of this Lord should be extreamly agreeable , not only 
becauſe of the affection which he had w incfledfor the affairs of 
his Majeſty during his perſecution, and becauſe of the alliance 
which the Lord of Offery, eldeſt ſon of the Marqueſs of Or- 
mond, Lord Depury of Ireland, of the illuſtrious Houſe of But- 
cr, and now LordSteward of England, hath taken if his Houſe; 
but alſo, and principally , becauſe of the great imploiments 
which he hath in his country,and of the excellentqualities which 


are found in his perſon, All conſiderations, which obliged hin 

to ſee the King before he did the functions of publick Miniſter. 

He arrived at Breda on Saturday morning, the 15 of May, and 
cxecutcd his Commiſſion {o happily , that the King, reſerving 

but the open declaration of his good will tor the Deputics when 

they should be arrived, diſpoſed himſelf to receive the offers 

and civilitics which they had order to make him , with ſo much 

the more advantage and glory for this Eſtate, and for M" Beyer- 
weett in particular , as'Don John de Monroy who arrived the 777.5" 
ſame day at Breda, had prayed his Majeſty, fron the Marqueſs Crown, 
of Caracene, Gencral of the King of Spains Armies in Flanders, £2 
to take his way through the Provinces utider the obedience of Feudes 
his Catholick Majeſty,andtocmbark inone ofthe ports of thoſe 
quartcrs, to return to his Kingdoms. Some report at that time, 

and cycn thoſe, who took pains to obſerve what paſſed ar Brt- 

da, during the abode which the King-made there, as fure,that 


Don John de Monroy had alſo made known to the King, that 
C the 
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| theatrears due to the troops, which the King of Spain entertai= 
ned for the ſervice of his Majeſty , were at Bruxels, and that he 

mightcauſe them to be paid as he paſſed. But this appeared not; 
no more then what paſſed in the conference, which the Duke of 
York had ſome daics before,with the Marqueſs of Caracene him- 
ſelf, in the town of Antwerp, by order of the King, who would 
notgo there in pcr{on,though he was preſſed thereunto through 
the conſideration of the important affairs , which he ſaid he had 
order to communicate to his Majeſty, The King defended him- 
{elf with the ſame firmneſs from the civilities which he ſent to 
be made unto him , in excuſing himſelf upon the facility which 
he found for his paſſage in the place where he was at preſent. 1 
know thattwo reaſons, principally , obliged the King to ren- 
der himiclf, at firſt, to the requeſt which M" Beyerweert made 
him in the name of the Lords the Eſtates of Holland : The firſt, 
that having had adycrtiſement, that the Parliament, and City 
of London ſent a great number of Commilſoners, he would not 
they should loſe time in going from the Sea to Breda, and the 
other, that the Court was already ſo great, and the town {6 in- 
commodated of provilions, that it would be impoſlible to lodge 
there; and dict the Deputies and their train, which were ſaid to 
be three or four hundred Gentlemen, beſides other Domeſticks. 
We have ſaid that the news of the Parliaments Declaration, 
ofthe Army, and of the City of London,was cartied to Breda, 
the precedentday,byPoſtsexpreſs,and that fromthenceit arrived 
| the next day at the Hage , where the eſtate of affairs being 
_ changed ſince the reſolutions of the former daies, as well the 
 _EfſtatcsGeneralof the United Provinces,as thoſe of the Province 
of Holland, preſſed their Deputies to depart : And thoſe laſt 
in particular ,wric to M* Beverweert, and gave him order to ſig-

neral, being to meet with thoſe of the Eſtates of Holland,in the 

place where theſe pretended to repreſent the Soveraignity of 

their Province, which acknowledgeth no {uperiour at home, 

the difficulty was to order the rank between them , and to con- 

ſcrye to cach that which belongeth to it. The Eſtates of Hol- 


land, who had cauſcd the King to be prayed, in particular, to 
honour their Province with his preſence, would have him to be 
received and faluted,in their name,upon the Fronteer, would de- 
fray the charges 09 his way fromthe time he entredintothe Pros 
vince,and till the firſt day he should arrive at the Hage,as making 
part of his Voiage. The Eſtates General, who repreſent not, in- 
deed,in general, but whatevery Provincepoſleſſeth in particulat, 
acquieſced therein,left to the Province of Holland, all the marks 
of Soveraignity , and conſented to this, that their Deputies, 
after they had congratuled the King, and conducted his Mi- 
jeſty to the entrance into Holland , Should remain without fun- 
ions ; conditionally notwithſtanding , that the Deputies of 
Holland should do the honour of the Houſe, and treating them 
of the Generallity with civility, should give them precedence 


in the places, where they might meet together, The Eſtates

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General reſolved,the ſame day,that the King's charges should be 
defrayed during the whole time he ſtayed in the United Pro- 
vinces; and ordained likewiſe that proviſion should be made 
for it; bur at firſt they mer with ſo many difficulties , that it was 
abſolutely impoſſible ro execute this reſolution.

of the King of France, who was to take them at their lodgings 
with four Coaches , each drawn by {ix white horſes, and con- 
ducted them to the Caſtle where the King was lodg'd. The 
Marqueſs of Ormond came to receive them , at the top of the 
ſtairs, and cauſed them to enter into the King's chamber, where 
they found his Majeſty ſtanding in the mid'ſt of the chamber, 
and coyered; but as ſoon as he ſaw them , he uncovered him- 
{cIf, and came two or there paces to meet them. After they had 
made moſt low reverences,and were come unto the King, Mon- 
fieur de Ripperda,Lord of Buirſe , one of the Deputies , would 
begin to ſpeak ; but his Majeſty would oblige them to put on 
their hats,in making ſemblance thathe would be covered. They 
had not the character of Ambaſſadour, and could not have it 
at home with them ; Merefore would they not bein that con- 
dition, but remained in their duty , and obliged thereby his;

order alſo from rheir Superiours , to remonſtrate to his Majeſty

the Artillery; the Deputies of the Eſtates General, thoſe of the 
Eſtates of Holland , the Magiſtrate, and the particular perſons, 

emulating one another which should expreſs moſt joy-and faris- 
faction in this great day. They began,in the mean time,to load, 

and to ſend away the baggage,whil't they finished,at the Hague, 

to furnish Prince Maurice his Houſe , deſigned for the King's 
lodging; to appoint lodging for the whole Court, and to make 
neceſſary proviſions, for its ſubſiſtance when it should be come, 
and whilſt it should remain there. 

Munday the 24, there hapned, at the Hague, a thing very re- 
markable , and which might be of greatimportance,in its con- 
ſequences, if they had taken councel of ambition,rather then of 
prudence. By the fix'd reſolution of the Eſtates General,of the 1 6 
of this moneth, it was ſaid, thatthe Eſtates of Holland mightcauſe 
the King to be received,” and complemented, at the entrance 
of the Province; and that they might make the honour of the 
Houſe, as being the Maſters of it. But the former had made 
known ſince , that their intention was to cauſe the King to be 
received, cither by agreater number of Deputies,then there had 
been from them at Breda, or if the Eſtates of Holland went, in a 
body,to receive his' Majeſty by Delf rowards Rotterdam, in this 
caſe, the States General would go, alſo in a body, to complement 
his Majeſty between Delt and the Hage,at the place where they 
are accuſtomed to receive Embaſſadours ; and that in condud- 
ing him their Coaches should follow immediately the King's. 
The Eſtates of Holland being advertiſed hereof , likewiſe that 
the Eſtates General would ſend Deputies to their Aſſembly, and 
pretending that formerly there paſſed too many things to the 
pr cjudice of the right of their Soveraignity,they named the De- 
puties of the Towns of Dort,, Harlem, Amſterdam , Alckmar, 
and Horn , toenter into conference with the Deputics of the 
Ftates General, to the end, to diſpoſe fitly this affair. And,in- 
deed, they negoriared ſo happily, that they were agreed, atlaſt, 
among themſelves , thar if the Flates of Holland cauſed the 
King to be received at Delf, by Deputies , they should remain 
both in the terms of the reſolution of the 16 of this moneth: , by 

vertue 
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vertue of which, the Lords, the Eſtates of Holland, might alone 
do the honours in their Province,and cauſe the King to be com- 
plemented whereſoever he pleaſed ; and that the Deputies of 
the Eſtates General, which were by his Majcſtics perſon; should 
continue to be treated with reſpect, as repreſenting ſtrange So- 
veraigns; and that in this quality, their Coach, or Coaches, if 
they judged fit to encreaſe the number of their Deputies, (which 
noowirhſlanding they promiſed, by mouth, that they would not 
do ) should follow immediately the King's , and precede thoſc 
of the Deputies of the Province. After this the Eſtates of Hol- 
land ordained , that M de Waſſenaer, Lievtenant Admiral of 
Holland, should be joincd to the Deputies named in the reſo- 
lution of the 13 of May, and to M" de Wimmenum, who had 
been named the 22; and that every Town should depute one , 

of its body , to go to make the complement, together with the 
Pentionary Councellour, at the disbarkment of his Majeſty by

dours were not well agreedamongthemlſelycs about precedence; ;1.., cuu- * 
but chiefly , becauſe there were ſme of them, that would make 75, 
their Coach,to go beforerhatof the Prince of' Oreng;who ought ©": 
to be conſidered here , not only becaule of his quality of Sove>- 
raign Prince,but alſo as Nephew to the King;and conſequently, 
as chief Prince of the blood of England, after the two Dukes; as 
well the Eſtates General; as thoſe of Holland, judged fit to cauſe 
the Embaſſadours,of the Crowned-heads,to be prayed, by their 
Agent, not to ſend their Coaches, but to leave the conduct and F 
whole honour of this ceremony to the Eſtate; to the end,to pre-. 
vent the confuſion , which-otherwiſe would be unavoidable. 
They all acquieſced cherain , without repugnance, and would 3 
faint haye thatreſpe for the.King,and condeſcendence enough | 
for the deſire of the Lords :the Eſtates, not to-trouble the publick, 
joy, which the whole' word indeayoured to: make reſplendent F 


on this occalion. E: 
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The whole Court, in the mean time, departed from Breda 
the fame day, being the 24 of May. The Deputies of the Eſtates 
of Holland departed thence, at four a clock in the morning, to 
the end to haye the leaſure to chule a fit place to put the five 
troops of Horſe , which were commanded into Battel, and 
to give neceſſary orders for his Majeſties embarkment. 'The 
Deputies of the Eſtates General departed about two hours after, 
and the King took coach with the Dukes of York andGloceſter, 
and the Princeſs Royal .,about 8 org a clock in the morning. Bur 
before they went out of the Hall of the Caſtle,the Burgemaſters, 
and Councel of Ten, preſented themſelves again to the King , 
and cauſed to be made unto him, by the ſame M” Snel ; who 
made him a ſpeech when he arrived at Breda , this following 
diſcourſe; for which the publick is oblig'd to a Gentleman of 
the King's Houſe , who had a care to write word by word, and 
to communicate to the authour of the relation, all the orations, 


where he was preſent , when they were ſpoken. 


e ſpeech : ; R 
vo SIR, The Magiſtrate and Councelof Ten of this town of 


£5, Breda,preſent themſelves, again, with a moſt low reverence be- 
» fore your Majeſty, to render you moſt humble thanks for the 
,, honour it hath pleaſed you to do the town,by the reſidence you 
hay 7e made here; and to bring you a laſt proof of the perfe&t joy, 

. which the wonderfull ſucceſs of your Majeſtyas it is the power- 

4 \ full hand , andinfinite providence of God , which hath drawn 
, your Majeſty out of a Gulf of dangers , and conducted you 
,, through a deſerr of afflictions, even unto the entrance of the 
, greatneſs, which the right of your Predeceſſouts hath gained to 
» All their poſterity. This'is the ſubje&t of our joy , Sir, but that 
, after the ſucceſs of many battels, Viftories gained at the price 

p , of the blood of Subje&ts, may content the ambition of a Prince 
, tranſporred ; but a good Prince, whoſe thoughts are generous 
, and magnanimous, prefers an innocent triumph, before all other 
A , advantages of theworld; We praiſe with all our hearts, that 
rcat God, who hath began this work in the perſon of your Ma- 

- - jelly; ; andpray him ardently, that itwill pleaſe him to hear the 
,, devotions which we shall continue to make inceſſantly, for the 


, proſperity of the voiage and reign of your Majeſty. The 
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The Kitrig anſwered , that he thanked the Magiſtrate and 
Councel for the affeion they expreſſed to him , and should in« 
deavour to acknowledge it, on all occaſions that Should be pre- 
ſented unto him. Whercupon the Butgemaſter having taken 
the liberty toreply , that ſince his Majeſty had the goodneſs to 
accept the affection and zeal which they had for his ſervice, he 
belought him moſt humbly to rememberthe grace which he had 
made them to hope for,when he concluded inthart place histrea- 
ty with the Deputies of Scotland,ſome years {ince;that he would 
honour the town of Breda, and its inhabitants, with all the fa- 
vour, which the Laws of his Kingdom would permit him to 
grant them, The King anſwered, that he remembred it yery 
well; and that he was obliged to do it for a town , where he had 
received ſich agrecable news, and which had rendred him ſo 
many teſtimonies of reſpe& and aficQion. 

The King took coach, after this audience , and came be- 
tween eleyen and twelve aclock at Moervacrt. He found there 
ſome ſquadrons of Horſe in batalia , and the Deputies of the 


Eſtates of Holland , who preſented themſelves at the boot of his 
Coach, and made him their complement; in the name of their 
Superioursat the entrance of their Province. His Majeſty ſtaied 
but to hear the quaint and obliging words of M” de Beverweerr, 
who ſpake for all the other Deputies, and to anſwer to that ci- 
viliry : After this, he perſued his way to the end of the Cauley, 7: King 
or Dike , where they had made a bridge, from the Dike to the himſelf 
Pinnace,to facilitate his embarkment. 

The Eſtates General, to give no jealouſie to ſome perſons 
of quality, who have coaches with {ix horſes, make uſe ordi- 
narily, for the entrance of Embaſſadours, and tor other publick 
Ceremonies, but of the Coach of the Princeſs Dowager of O- 
range; which repreſents that of the Eſtates.in thoſe occaſions. 
Hence was itthey deſired that the pinnace of barge of the ſame 
Princeſs, which she had lent for the ſame purpole , should have 
the ſame honour on this occaſion, and had enjoined their De- 
puries to indeayour to make it acceptable to his Majeſty : But 
the King , after he had conſidered them all, choſe another, as 

© well 
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well becauſe he knew it was very commodious, as having uſed 
itformerly ; as becauſe, indeed, thar of the Princeſs Dowager 
was not great enough , to lodge the King, and the Princeſs 
Royal, who would paſs the night, by the King her brother, 
with-perſons neceſſary for their ſervice. That whereinto the 
King entred,, was made formerly for the Prince of Orenge, but 
itis now in the Colledge of the Admirality of Rotterdam , and 
was, without doubt, the greateſt of all that little Fleet, which 
was compoſed , beſides other Barks, almoſt innumerable , of 
thirty: great Barges , commonly called Tachts, and are a kind of 
little Frigats, whereof perſons of condition make uſe upon the 
Rivers, in paſling from one Province unto another, for ne- 
ceflity , or for divettiſement. . And indeed, the King found 
his Yacht fo fit , and fo well fashioned, that he faid, in diſcourſe 
with the Deputies, that he would cauſe one to be made of the 
ſame manner; as ſoon ashe Should be arrived in England,to ſerve 
bin upon. the 'Thames above the bridge. M" de Vlooſwick, 
Burgemaſter:'of Amfterdam ; and one of the Deputies of the Pro- 
vince of Holland, takihg occaſion from thence to render a very 
confidcrable ſervice to this cquntry , faid to the-King, that lately 
.....,, they had made one in their town. of the ſame bigneſs, at leaſt as 
/Anfr- COMMOdIOUs Every WAY , which he took: the liberty to offer 
-;:/a to his Majeſty. , beſeeching him to grace the Magiſtrate of 
Zelrw thetown of Amſterdam to accept it.-” The King accepted it hor 
/3xet4. abſolutely, but declined not foſtrongly;chat upon the adyertile- 
ment which M'” de Vlookwick: gave tothe Magiſtrate of what 
paſſed on. this occaſion, he caufednotithat Yacheto. be bought, 
whach the Colledge of the Adzniraltyhad gotten of the Faſt- 
India Company, and put atin condition to ſerve for the diver- 
tiſementof this great Prince: [Anda gvt it the more luſtre,the 
Magiſtrate cauſed the outſide to be richly gilt , whilſt ſome of 
the beſt Painters of the country;wrouphtupon thefair Pictures, 
wherewath they haye ſincc'adbrned the infide; | 
No perfon-would undertake: the commiſſion: to diſtribute the 
Yachts among the-Lords of rhe:Courrt,i becauſc-it would be im- 
pollible to:oblige them all equally,andro:disoblige none: There- 
113 forc 
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fore M" de Beverweert beſought the King to be ſo gracious , as 
to cauſe the diſtribution to be made, f{ince the Deputies had no 
other order but fully to obey the commandmentsof his Majeſty, 
which were abſolutely neceſlary for them on this occaſion. Fhe 
King would fain take the pains thereof himſelf, and ordained 
that the Duke of York, should ont his occaſion perform the fun- 
Ctions of Admiral, indiſtributing the Yachts,under his authority, 
and in his preſence , ſo that his Royal Highneſs gave himſelf 
the Yacht of the Princeſs Dowager of Oreng : The Duke of 
Gloceſter had that of the Eſtates of Holland: The PrinceſsRoyal, 
one of the Yachts of the Councel of Eſtate. The Deputies of 
the Eſtates General had the other :. The Deputies of the Eſtates 
of Holland went into the Yacht of M* Beyerweert, which re- 
ceiycd alſo Don Eſteyan de Gamarra ; ( who went to meet the 
King at Moordyck, not in quality of Embaſfadour of Spain, but 
as particular ſervant of his Majeſty) the Rhinegrave ,the Lord 
Craft, and many other English Lords. The Chancellour of 
England, with his family , 'and S*Edward Nicholas , principal 
Secretary of Eftate,andofthe King's commands, and one of his 
molt affetionate Miniſters., embarked themſelyes in a Pinnace, 
called the Maid of Zealand: The Marqueſs of Ormond , Lord 
Depury of Ireland, of the Houle of Butter , one of the chief, and 
molt ancientof that Kingdom, had the Pintiace of Captain Brou- 
wer: The Marqueſs of Worceſter, Edward Sommerſet,embarked 
himſelf, with his Family, in the Pinnace, named the Poſtillion of 
Zealand: The Lord S' John, and Bellafis had that of M" Waſs 
ſenacr. M' Clarges, brother-in-law to General Monck ,and his 
company, compoſed of the Deputies of the Army,hadthe Yachr 
of the town of Dort. The Lord Gerard, and many other English 
Lords , entred into that of M" Noortwick., Govcthour of Sluce, 
and the 13* Yacht, which was that of the Prince of Oreng, was 
reſerved for the Chamber and Wardrobe of the Princels Royal, 
Every Yacht had its Steward , andalt-other Otkcers-neceſlary 
for the KitThin,and buttery; and theyxwhich had not thecommos- 
dity to have their Kitchinaboardthemfelves,were accompanied 
with other Barks; where: chimncys were made for the _— 
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and ovens for the paſtery,and proviſion of ſo prodigivusaquati- 
tity of all ſorts of meats, of foul, of ſweet mears, of wine, that all 
the tables were perfealy ſerved therewith ; and in ſo grear 
aboundance, that the EnglishStewards, though very much accu- 
ſtomed to aboundance, were aſtonished thereat ; ahd confeſſed 
that they could not comprehend , how they could make ready 
in Boats and agitation, twenty or five and twenty great dishes 
for every Table. | , 
The intention of the King was to dine at Noon, in etitring 
into the Yacht; and indeed, the Steward , who was appointed 
there by the Eſtates of Holland, had cauſed the meat to be made 
rcady;but the wind was ſo ſtrong,and the water fo toſſed, that the 


Princeſs Royal, notable to endure the violent motion of the 


veſſel, loſt her appetite, and finding her felf incommodated with 
the ſea-ſickneſs, was enforced to lie upon the bed, Henge was 
it that the King cauſed the Captain to be asked, if there was 
means to shelter them, ſomewhat, under ſome riſing land, or 
trees, to caſe the Princeſs a little ,.. but the Captain having an- 
ſwered, that there was no reſt to be hoped for, but it Dort,where 
they might arrive in an-hour and a half, or rhere about, they 
went on upon this hope. Notwithſtanding , they came not in 
ſight of Dort , till berweea three and four of the clock in the af- 
rernoon, TheRampart, and Key , were bordered with Ci- 
tizens, which were put intoarms, and with a battery of great 
Cannon,which made many volleys,as wellastheMuskers,{whil'ft 


the Fleet paſſed there , during, and after the repaſt , which was 


taken in ſight of the town ) and as long as they could diſcover 
the flag of the ship , which carried the perſon of the King, with 
all the Royal family , they thundered, 

The Fleet ſtopped , a quarter of a league, below the town, 
with deſign to caſt anckor that evening , and to ſtay , the whole 
night following, at the mouth of the river of Leck, which gives 
its name to one of the faireſt territories of M*de Beyerweerr, and 
which is very well known through the great nurftber of Sal- 


,mons, which are taken there every year. But there happened 


two things , which obliged the King to change reſolution.

The firſt was, the return of Sir John Greenvil, who arrived from 
Fngland, whilſt the King dined; and reported , thatthe Par- 
liament wasreſolyed to beſcech his Majeſty, to come to take 
poſſeſlon of the Crown , without any condition or reſerye;and 
that Admiral Montague was at (ca, with a good number of 
Ships, to come to receiye him in Holland ro tranſport him 
unto his Kingdom. The other was;, the advertiſement which 
his Majeſty received , almoſt atthe ſame time, by an expreſs, 

that that Fleet appeared, in the morning, in light of Scheveling, 
and at nine a clock , had caſt anckor in the Rode, about halfa 
league from the $hore, The King preſently imparted i it to M* 

Beycrweert , aSto the chicfof the Deputation of Holland , and 
cauſcd che Duke of York to tell him, who was in perſon in the 
Deputies Yacht , which joined (ide by {ide with his, , that it was 
true , he had made accomprt not to arrive at Delf ill the next 
day , about noon; tothe end, to be able to make his entrance 
into the Hague, at the hour which he had appointed for his re- 
ception ; bur that he had received intelligence, which oblig ed 
him to change his defi gn, and to anticipate the hour Fa was 
reſolved on; becauſe it was of the higheſt importance for him, 

to ſpeak, as ſoon as might be, with the Otkcers of the Fleet; 

and ſo, that he should be conſtrained to go the whole night, to 
the end, to arrive at Delfatthe break of day, whereof he prayed 
him to give advertiſement to the Lords the Eſtates, immediate- 
ly, and by an expreſs; to the end thatthe Coaches , deſigned 
for his reception,might be there at ſeven a clock preciſely, M' 
Beverweertremonſtrated, to his Royal Highneſs , the difficul- 
ties that would accur in the change of the orders w hich were al- 
ready given; in telling him, that the Poſte, which he was to 
diſpatch , could arrive atthe Hague bur very late; and, perhaps, 

at an unſeaſonable hour , w hen it would be almoſt impoſlible 
to make the Eſtates to aſſemble , and withour that , they could 
notchange the rime , which it pleaſcd his Majeſty himſelf to 
appoint. Notwithſtanding ifthe King deſired it abſolutely,the 
Deputies would not fail to write immediately ; ; and to pe lot 


their Superiours therewith, fince they were there , but to obey 
H his 
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his Majeſty , and to ſerve him. The Duke of York replied, that 
it was through an invincible neceſlity , and with an extream re- 
orct, thatthe King did thus; but that he hoped the Lords the 
Deputies would conſider the eſtate of his affairs, and oblige very 
much his Majeſty, in loſing no time to diſpath their Polte;and in 
contributing, by that means, to the advancement of his yoyage, 
and embarkment, in this preſſing conjuncture. 

Egg The Letters went away about five a clock in the after-noon, 

poſh the King cauſed anckor to be weighed , and paſſed, at evening, 

Reverds. before the town of Rotterdam, where the contrary wind enfor- 
cing the Fleet to board, or tack about, and by this means to draw 
neer the haven, two orthree times gave the town leaſure to ſa- 
lute his Majeſty, by the musket shot of the Burgers, who were 
all in arms, with flying colours , on the rampart and port , and 
with all the artillery of the town , as well as with all the Cannon 
of the Ships which were there in the rode. He pafled next to 
Delfs-haven , where they had made a battery of (ixteen peeces 
of Cannon , and ſtaied not till he came to Owerſchie, a village 
{cituate between Delfs-haven and Delf, where he would attend 
the day. 

The Eſtates of Holland had reſolved to cauſc his Mijeſty to 
be received, at the powder Magazin, upon the channel, which 
ſerves for line of communication for the two towns , Delf 
and Rotterdam; for the town of Delt, having been partly ruined 
by an accident of fire , which met with the powder ſome years 

s ſince, they thought it fit to lodge it without the walls, and with- 
q out cannon shot of the town, But the King having cauſed the 
' Fleettoſetfail, as ſoon as'theSun began to appear on the Ho- 
rizon , they were at the ſuburbs of Delf, by five a clock in the 
morning,before the Deputies could give orderto make the Fleet 

to ſtay at the place deſigned for the reception.” All the Citizens 

The King of the town were in arms,from threeaclock inthe morning, and 
Def. - A part had their poſte upon the Key before the port, where the 
King was to dis-imbarck,and the Magiſtrate came there,in body, 

to do reverence to the King in the Yacht; as ſoon as he under- 

ſtood he was arrived, and to beſeech him to do them the honour 

to 
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to repole and rcfresh in their town, whil'{t his Majeſty Should at- 
tend the Deputies of the Eſtates of Holland ; but the King excu<s 
{ed himſelf on the Fſtate of his affairs which was ſo far from per- 
mitting him to ſtay by the way , that it had obliged him to pre- 
vent the hour, which he had taken and appointed for his re-= 
ception. ] 

In the meay time, the Letters of the Deputies were brought 
tothe Hage,at midnight;and immediately after the Fſtatesaſſem- 
bled, and cauſed the orders to be changed , which were given 
for the King's reception, at four a clock in the afternoon, into 
others more preſling ; and they ſent word to the Deputies,by the 
ſame Poſte, that they might aſſure his Majeſty, that they would 
not fail to reccive him, at the hour he had appointed them , or 
at eight a clock in the morning at furtheſt, And, indecd, about 
two a clock after midnight, they cauſed the drums to beat, to 
ſummon to arms the ſix Companies of Burgers, andthe Regi- 
ment of the Guards of the States of Holland,of which there is but 
four garriſoned in the Hage , and the other fix in the neighbour 
towns, from whence they were made to come, and, at {ix 4 
clock they were all at their Rendezvous : The firſt on the Viver- 
berg , and the others in the outward Court of the Palace , where 
the Coaches aſſembled almoſt ar the ſame time. Thoſe who 
took the molt pain in cauſing theſc orders to be executed, and 
who haye , withoutdoubt, the molt part in the honour , which 
is due unto thoſe who had the conduct of this affair, (as they 
haye that of the molt important of the Province ) are M" of 
Wimmenum and the Penſionary Counſcllour , who were iccn 
to a&t every where, each in his functions, with ſo much aſi- 
duity, care and judgment, that if the King drew any fatisſa- 
ftion from the honour they rendred him here, this Eſtate is part- 
ly obliged to the pains of theſe two great Perſonages. 

The Coaches began to file towards Delf about ſeven a clock 
in the morning ; and immediately after the Burgers , who ood 
in Battalia in the great Place , marched towards the way which 
gocs to DelFand the ſouldiers went to take their Poſte on the Vi- 


verberg , where they made a guard eyen to the houle of Prince 
H 2 Mau- 
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Maurice of Naſſau, which was prepared to lodge his Majeſty, 
The Eſtares Deputies being arrived at Delft, and having ſpoken 
with thoſe who had complemented the King at Breda, and had 
had the condudt of his perſon in the voyage, informed his Ma- 
jeſty of the order they hadgivea for his entrance, for his lodging, 
and for his treatment; to the end, that as their intention was to 
ſubmit wholly to the abſolute will of his Majeſty, they made thar 
tobe changed therein, which might diſpleaſe him. And after 
that the King had given them his approbation, and that they 
had invited the Deputies of the Eſtates General ro honour this 
ceremony with their preſence,and to take place immediately af- 
terthe King's Coach;they gave order that the Coaches should be 
drawn into a file along the Key of the Suburb. 

7iKinz This done, the Deputies of Holland entred all into the King's 


is comple- 


td a Yacht, and ſaid unto him , in very few words, by the mouth 
9 of the Penſionary Councellour , that they were there from the 
1-5», Eſtates of Holland , who had ſent there a Deputy of cach mem- 
ber of their Province, to offer their moſt humble ſeryices to 
his Majeſty ; to cxpreſſe unto him their reſpcatull paſſion 
for his perſon; and to conduct him to the place deſigned 
for his lodging at the Hage, The King thanked the Depu- 
tics, 'with words full of goodneſs and civility , for the pain 
which they had taken, and for the proofs of affeQtion and zeal 
which the Lords the Eſtates of Holland, cauſed to be oven him, 
They ſtaied in the Barge or Yacht , but to diſcourſe amoment 
with the company, which was compoſed, beſides the King's 
perſon,of the Dukes of York and Gloceſter, of the Princeſs Roy-= 
al, ofthe Prince of Orange, who was come there from the Hage 
early in the morning, of the Deputics of the Eſtates General , 
and of ſome English Lords ; and immediately aſter the King 
went forth thence,to go into the coach of the Princeſs his ſiſter, 
which hadthar day the honour to carry all the Royal Family. 
The King put himſelf in the mid'ſt with the Princeſs, the Duke 
of York and the Duke of Gloceſter ſate before, and the Prince 
of Orange in one of the boots; and as ſoon as they were placed, 
the whole company began to adyance to enter into the rown of 
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Delf. The King but paſſed there; the Citizens, who were in 
arms with diſplaicd colours, from break of day , marched on 
both ſides of the Coach, more then a musket shot from the gate 
which.leads to the Hage , where they ſtaicd and ſaluted his Ma- 
jeſty with their volleys , whilt all the belsrung, and the Ar- 
tillery thundred from the bulwarks and rampiresof the town. 


It was neer ten a clock when he departed thence , and paſt 71-x»,

eleven when he came atthe Hage ; where the fix Companies of .. ::. 
Citizens, which could hardly be diſtinguished from the Soul- ** 
diers, becauſe that being born in war, and bred in exerciſes of 
arms, they could not be known from the Military men, but by 
their cloaths, their plumes, and their ſcarfs, wherewith they were 
covered, hadin the mean time taken their poſt , and made a 
auard on the way towards Delt, ,even to the bridge , which 
ſerves fora gate to this illuſtrious Yillage, which hath , withour 
doubt, an advantage over all the faireſt towns of Europe , and 
may be put in parrallel likewiſe with ſome of the greateſt. In 
the head of the whole train,marched ſome trumpets of theF ſtate, 
clad in their coats of crimſon yelvet, embroidered with gold and 
ſilver. After thera came along file of Okicers belonging to the 
war,ot Young Lords and Gentlemen, very gallant, and brave- 
ly mounted, Next to that, marched a great number of English 
Gentlemen and Officers of the King's houſe, of the two Dukes, 
of the Princeſs Royal,and of the Prince of Orange. After them 
came M' of Wimmenum, who performed here the function of 
Maſter of the Ceremonies, in his coach; where were alſo ſome 
Lords, preceding immediately that of the Princeſs Royal, which 
carried his Majeſty , and all the Royal Houſe , as we have faid, 
The Deputies of the Eſtates General filled the two firſt after the 
King's : Thoſe of the States of Holland, the fix fo!lowi Ng ; and 
the other Coaches , which amounted in all to the nunches of {c= 
venty and odd, each having {ix and four horſes, were filled 
with English and Dutch = 4 

It muſt be confeſled, that this entrance was not inade with 
an extraordinary pomp and glory , worthy {o great a Monarch, 


but it was impollible ro make greater prepurations, inthe time the 
] King 
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King had appointed for it; and eventwhen they were conſtraj- 
ned to change, in a manner,the firſt orders; which,without doubr, 
would have rendred it much more reſplendent , had it not 
been for this change. And yetthe crowd was fo great, becauſe 
the curioſity to ſee this miraculous Prince, had drawn a great 
part of the inhabitants of the neigbour towns to this entrance, 
that they were conſtrained to go very loftly ; ſo that the Com- 
panies of Citizens, who had the van-guard at the entrance into 
the Hage, had the leiſure ro cut ſome little ſtreets, and to come 
ro put themſelves behind, and ſo to make a guard, from the 
Highſtreet, and along the great Place, eyen to the Viverberg, 
where the Regiment of the Guards had taken its Poſt , and 
madea guard on both ſides,even to theHouſle of Prince Maurice 
of Naſſau , which the Eſtates of Holland had cauſed to be fur- 
nish'd, and accommodated for the King's lodging. As ſoon as 
the firſt coaches were entred into the Court, and the King aligh- 
ted , the Deputies of the Eſtates General retired , and left rhe ho- 
nour of the reception and entertainment, for thatday, to the 
Eſtates of Holland. ,

Princeſs of Naſſau, and the young Lady of Orange.: The King 
ſaluted them all, and being entred into the chamber , where 
he was followed by the Deputies of the Eſtates of Holland , he 
received there another ſmall complement from them , by the 
mouth of the Penfionary Councellour,who ſaid no other thing, 
but that the Fſtates of Holland would give themfelyes the ho- 
nour to come in full body to render their duty to his Majeſty , 
when they might do it without incommodating him. The 
King anſwered him , that they should alwaies be welcome 
and that after he had dined , they might take their audience, 
But the Penſioner replied, that his Majeſty being, without doubr, 
| | weary 
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weary with his journy , they would not trouble his repoſe that 
day, but would ſend to receive his orders the next. The King, 
who was weary indeed, exprelled a willingneſs to dine in pri- 
vate, ſo that there (taied no body by him , bur M” of Wimme- 
num , who was charged with the order of making his Majeſt 
to be ſerved at dinner, and in whatſoever it should pleaſe him 
ro command, The Princeſs Royal , who had not ſlept the night 
| before, was the firſt that withdrew; and obliged the others,by 
her example, to do the like. The Queen of Bohemia, and the 
Princeſs Dowager of Orange, followed her, and the King, who 
would lead them , and w ho took the Queen by the hand , had 
the goodnels , after he had pur her into the coach, to turn about 
to the end to help the Princeſs Dowager to go up. There ſtaied 
with the King, at dinner, none but the two Dukes .his brothers, 
who dined with him. His Majeſty before he fate at Table,would 
do M” of Wimmenum the honour to make him to take his nap- 
Kin, to preſent it him, but that Gentleman,who knew how to be- 
have himſelf civilly , excuſed himſelf through modeſty, and 
yeelded that advantage to him of his Othcers , who uſed to per- 
form that function about the perſon of his Majeſty, The toil 
of the journy, and little reſt he had taken, the two former nights, 
made him deſire to withdraw. And, indeed, they would have 
made the musketteers to forbear shooting , ({ who gave con- 
tinual yolleys ) if it had been poſllible to {mother the univerſal 
joy, which the whole world would expreſs on this occaſion. 
To theſe yolleys, anſwered thole of a battery of eight and thir- 
ty peeces of Canon, which were planted on the Vayerberg,re- 
inforced with another of five and twenty pecces of a greater 
ſtamp, which they were enforced to plant behind the Cloiſter 
Church of the Voorhout upon the rampart,in turning the mouth 
towards the field , for fear the noiſe of that thunder might 
Shake the walls of the old Palace , and of all the adjoining buil- 


dings. 


The Eſtates General had ordained,the precedent day,M" de TheEPote 


Heyde, their Agent, to go to Prince Maurice his Houle , and goto fa 


to know immediately after the King's arrival , art leaſt as ſoon Ks 
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as civility would permit him , when it would pleaſe his Majeſty 
to reccive the duty , which they had reſolved to render him, in 
coming to do him reyerence in a body ; and his Majeſty having 
oranted it them, at four a clock in the afternoon , it was reſolved 
that they should all meet, in the ordinary chamber of their aſ- 
ſembly, half an hour after 3 a clock , to go from thence, ina bo- 
dy, to the houſe of Naſſau, They met accordingly , at the hour 
appointed , to the number of five and twenty , og. M” van Swa- 
nenburgh , Burgemaſter of Leiden, and Deputy to the Eſtates 
General from the Province of Holland, who, at his turn , was 
Preſident that weck ; the Baron of Gent, M* van Bemmel, 
Braeckel, Balveren, Vande Steen , Ripperda of Buirſe, the 
Count of Flodorff, Schimmelpennick , Vander Oyen, Huy- 
gens, and Orntneren , Deputies from the Dutchy of Gelders ; 
Meerman, of Horn, and the Penſionary Councellour from the 
Province of Holland ; de Veth , Crommon , Vrybergen , Lam- 
plins and Kien for Zealand; Renſwoude and Amerongen, De- 
puties from the Province of Utrecht; Velſen , for the Province 
of Freeſland ; Ripperda of Hengelo for Overyſlel; and Schu- 
lenbourg and Isbrants for the town of Groning , and the adja- 
cent country , with which it makes alſo a Province. As ſoon 
as they were aſſembled, they went forth, two and two, in the 
ſame order as we have named them, going directly to the King's 
lodging , which is ſeparated from the Palace but by a Ditch, 
whole two ſides are joined by a ſtone bridge. That Palace is 
named the Court, or the Court of Holland , becauſe it ſerved 
{ometime for dwelling to the Counts; as it comprehends now 
in its incloſure the apartments, where the Eſtates General af- 
ſemble; the Councel of Fitate of the United Provinces ; the 
Eſtates of Holland, the Councel of Eſtate of the ſame Province « 
the Reckoning-chambers of the Generality, and of the Pro« 


. vince of Holland : The two Courts of Juſtice , and the apart-= 


ments aligned for the lodging of the Princeſs Royal, and of the 
Prince of Orange. Before the Eſtates marched Pririce William 
Frederick of Naſſau , Goyernour and Licytenant General of 
Freeſland, of Groning, and of Overyfſel, the Rhine.Grave, 

Com- 
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Commiſlary General of the Horſe of the United Provinces, and 
Governour of Maſtricht, Monſ'de Hauterive Chaſteau neuf. 
Collonel of a Regiment of French Foot, in the ſervice of the 
Eſtates, and Govcrnour of Breda, and many other Collonels, 
Lievtenant Collonels , and other Officers, as well of Foot as of 
Horſe, all barcheaded. At the entrance intothe King's lodging, 
they were met with by the Lord Crafts, one of the four Gen- 
tlemen of the bed-chamber, accompanied with a great number 
of gentlemen. The Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord Deputy of Ire- 
land; and in this quality, the firſt and moſt conſiderable perſon 
of all England , after the Dukes, came to receive them at the 
ſairs , and brought them into the King's chamber, All the high 
Offcers that marched before , being entred, the Eords the 
Eſtares could {carce make way through the preſs, which was ex- 
traordinary great rhere ; but atlaſt, being come to the King, the 
Baron of Gent , as chiet Deputy from the Province of Gelders, 
which is the chief Province of the Union , becauſe of its quali- 
ty of Dutchy , and asa perſon molt fir for an aCtion of this na- 
ture, as well becauſe of his handſom preſence ; as of his natural 
cloquence , made the ſpeech, and ſpake, word by word, in 
theſe terms, | 
SIR, The Eſtates General of the United Provinces of the 7155:-; 
Low-countries,after having expreſſed to your Majeſty ; by the {:.;"* 
Deputies they {ent unto you at Breda, how they participated ,, 
inthe happy ſucceſſes, which follow your wife conduct, and ;

'T is obſeryable in this viſit that the King made not ſo much 
as ashew to be willing to be covered; not that his deſign was 
to hinder the Eſtates General. who were there in a body, t 
be covered, ſince he did do that honour to their Deputies,w ben 

they did him reverence at Breda and ſceing that he did it ſince 
at home in their aſſembly ; but withour doubt , to the end todo 
ſomething more for them, then he could do for an Embaſla- 
dour. Which appeared evidently in the vilit he made,in perſon, 
to the Eſtates General , and to the Eſtates of Holland , when he 
took leave of them; of which, the ſequel of this relation will ob- 
lige us to ſpeak hereafter, where he would fain be coycred, to 
vive them the liberty to be covered alſo, and to uncover him- 
ſelfafterward, when he began to ſpeak, and to remain in this 
condition, whil {t he was in their aſſembly , as We Shall lay clſe-

wind, that it appeared on the coaſts of Holland on Munday 
morning the 24 of May ; and ithad the ſame Admiral thar dif- 
| patchedanexpreſs to the King, to let him know that he was 

- come there with a part of the Fleet to receive his Majeſtics com- 
mands , and to paſs him into England, It was compoſed at firſt 
but of cighteen or nineteen veſſels ; bur thoſe that carried the 
Commiſſioners of the two Houſes of Parliament , and of the 
City of London, having not yet joined withit, there arrived 
others eyery day and hour,ſo that before the King was in condi- 
tion to embark, there were reckoned cight and thirty great 
Ships, the moſt part of them bearing fifty, ſixty, and ſeventy 
peeces of braſs Cannon. That of the Admiral , called yer the 
Naſeby,carried fourſcore, where of the firſtrank wasof eightand 
forty pound bore, the ſecond, of two and thirty , and of four 
and twenty , and the third of twelve pount bullet , all of 
braſs. 

The Commiſſioners of the two Houſes of Parliament, and of 
the City of London arrived the ſame day ; but for as much as 
they were not of the King'strain , and had no Letters of Cre- 
dence for the Eſtate, it was refolyed that they should not be 
treated, nor lodged by Harbengers, Notwithſtanding, the con- 
{ideration which was had for the quality of the Commiſſioners 
of the Houſe of Lords, which were all followed with a great 
number of Gentlemen , and ſtore of ſervants, clad in very 
fair and rich Liveries, as alſo for ſome of the Lower Houſe, be- 
cauſc of their birth , or merit, it was found good to lodge them 


by billets. They went nor a shore tillthe next day, and the 
Eſtate 
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Eſtate was carefull to cauſe coaches to be ſent for them ; by par- 
ticulars, which brought them at the Hagein the eyening , bur 
they did not reverence to the King till Wedneſday the 26. as we 
will ſay hereafter. 

We have ſaid alſo , that the Eſtates of Holland would not 
take their audience the day that the King arrived; to the end 
not to oppreſs him with complements, when he had need of 
reſt; but they ordained M” Beaumont, their Secretary , to ad- 
dreſs himſelf to one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber, and 
to pray him to know of his Majeſty the hour of their audience, 
the next day; officiating, in the mean time, under hand by 

M” Beyerweert, that it would pleaſe his Majeſty to do them the 
favour to hear them in private, and to make all to depart the 
Chamber, when they entred tlicre ; except the Lords, that 
were neceſſary for the ſervice of his perſon, Not that they had 
to entertain him with ſecret affairs in a publick audience; where 
they were but to felicitate his Majeſty upon the preſent eſtare of 
his Kingdom ; but becauſe that being aſſembled in a very great 
number, and having to maketheir complement in a body , all 

the Deputies could not enter into the Hall, nor approach the 

King, if entrance should be allowed to all the world inditte- 

rently. The reaſon which obliged them to give order to the 

Captain ofthe Regiment of the Guards, to forbid, that mor 

ning , entrance into the Houſe of Naſſau, to all the inhabitants 

of the country, of what condition or quality ſocycr they were. 

They cauſed a Guard alſo to be made, for them,of ſome Compa- 

nics, from the dore of their apartment, in the Palace, eyen to 

that of the Prince his houſe, and prevented by this means the 
confuſion , which they would hardly have avoided without it, 

Afﬀeer then they had given theſe orders, and underſtood that 

the King expected them, atnine a clock , they came about that 

time to the place of their ordihary aſſembly , and went forth 
thence in the following order. M Starenberg, Collonel of the 

Regiment of theirGuards marched firſt, and alone, bare-hea- 

ded: After him came the Eſtates of Holland in body , two and 


wo, the Deputies of the Nobility, which are M* of Waſle- 
| M naer, 
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nacr, of Beyerweert, of Schagen, of Wimmenum , of Nort- 
wijck,, of Somelsdijck, of Duyvenvoorde , yander Mylen : 
to wit, Scagen, 'Wimmenum and Merode, are politick ; and as 
we ſay, ofthe robe, and the others have military charges ac- 
cording to the order of their reception, and the other Deputies 
according to the rank which their towns hold in the afſembly : 
with this difference, notwithſtanding , that the Penſionary 
Councellour , who, although in the aſſembly he hath his place 
atthe table of the Nobility , cannot, as Miniſter of the Eſtates, 
pretend rank but after all the other Deputies , when the Eſtates 
are together in a body ; and yet takes place immediately after 
the Nobles; becauſe that being to make the ſpeech, he could 


' not without diſorder, make through the preſs, to approach the 


perſon of 'the King. Being thus arrived, a foot, at the gate 
of the King's lodging, they were received there in the ſame 
manner as the Eſtates General had been the day before. 
The Penſionary Councellour made a very quaint diſcourſe, 
which would give, without doubt, much ornament to our rela- 
tion, if that Miniſter would have communicated it; but it could 
not be obtained from his modeſty , which is ſo much the more 
incommodious on this occaſion; as it is wel known that all the 
productions of that accomplished wit have their perfeCtion, and 
that this little treatiſe cannot have it without that, We muſt 
beleeve, notwithſtanding, that he would not have rendred 
himſelf fo difficult , if he would have conſidered, that it is not 
in his power to take away the knowledge thereof from poſteri- 
ty, who will find , one day, his Speech in the Regiſters, where 
the Eſtates would it should be inſerted, in the ſame manner as 
he pronounced it. The ſubject was common to him with all 
thoſe, that had ſpoken to the King 15 daics before. Therefore 
the anſwer of his Majcſty,mult alfo relate to that which he made 
to the oher complements. But that which was particular in this 
audience , was this, that his Majeſty having given occaſion to 
the Eſtates to enter into other matters,and the Penſionary Coun- 
ſellor, making uſe thereof, to ſpeak of the Eſtate of the affairs 
of the North, the King declared himſelf fo openly, and ſo fa- 
vou- 
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vourably for the intereſts of the King of Denmark; that though 
5 - the od the Eſtates should draw no other advantage from the 
generoſity and vigour with which they carried their arms unto 
thoſe quarters, then the ſole approbation of this great Monarch, 
the glory which returns unto them from thence, would pay, in 
a manner, the great expence they were at there. Iris nor fitto 
ſpeak here of the particularities of that diſcourſe, no more thei 
of thoſe of the ſecret audiences , which the ſame Penſionary 
Councellour had after this eneral and publick one; but it shall 
ſuffice us to ſay , that the Eſtateyof Holland remained very well 
ſatisfied with the civilitics they] had received in this, and with the 
declaration which his Majelty had made there. 7 Ka 
The Eſtates of Holland being retired , the Depatics of the one ”_ 
town of Amſterdam , which made a part of them , gave order ofthe 
to M" de Groot, their Penſionary Councellour,to demand a par- pr 4 
ticular audience for them, and to addreſs himſelf for this purpoſe ©” 
to M" Oneal, one of the Grooms of the Bed-=chamber, to know 
the hour, that it would pleaſe his Majeſty to appoint them for 
that. M" Oneal, who is of moſt illuſtrious birth in Ireland, and 
by the King's favour to be made a Count , after he had ſpoken 
to a King thereof, his Majeſty ſaid to him that he deſired him- 
felf to ſpeak with M" de Groot, who preſently was brought into 
the chamber, where he found the King neer the chimny, alittle 
diſtant from ſome English Lords , who were in affairs, with his 
l Majeſty. M'" de Groot, being come to the King, faid that the 
2 Burgemaſters,and Magiſtrate of the town of Amſterdam,having 
underſtood, that this Majeſty was come to this Province of Hol- 
land, had ordained their Deputics to go preſently to the Hage, 
moſt humbly to beſeech his Majeſty to honour theit town with 
his Royal preſence, foro little time as the eſtate of his affairs 
should permit himto ſtay in the country; and that the Deputies 
had ordained him to know of his Majeſty, when they might, 
without incommodating him, haye the honour to do him re- 
yerence in private, and to make him the ſame requeſt in perſon. 
The King anſwered, that he had a very ſtrong affeCtion for the 


town of Amſterdam, and that he was obliged thereunto by par- 
M 2 ticular 
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ticular conſiderations; ſo that he would be very glad to ſee once 
again that fair and great town , and to thank the Magiſtrate be- 
fore his departure , for the proofs of renderneſs, which he had 
received thence , but that he believed he should not be able to 
obtain it from the impreſſement with which the Commiſſioners 
of Parliament, and City of London, ſpake of the necelſlity of his 
ſpeedy return into England. Notwithſtanding, that he would 
ſee the Commiſſioners after dinner , ſince they were already 
disimbarked, and if they gave him never ſo little time, he would 
imploy itin making a voiage to Amſterdam, and that in the in- 
terim he would attend the Deputics,as ſoon as he had dined. 
The Penſioner replied, that ſince his Majeſty exprefſed an 
inclination to make a journy to Amſterdam, he beſought him 
moſt humbly to deferthe audience of the Deputies, untill that 
after the hearing of the Commillioners of Parliament, he could 
reſolye himſelf upon the moſt humble ſupplication which the 
Deputies made him, Adding thereunto, that his Majeſty might 
be fully perſwaded , that there was no town, even in his own 
Kingdom , where he could meet with more tenderneſs and re- 
ſpect for his perſon , and more zeal for his intereſts, then in 
that of Amſterdam ; arid that the Burgtaſters and Magiſtrate 
had no ſtronger ambition , then to be able to give him efteQual 
and indubitable proofs thereof. That they had underſtood that 
his Majeſty had ſome deſign to cauſe a Yachtto be made in Hol- 
land, on the model of that which had paſſed him from Breda 
into Holland; and likewiſe that he had the goodneſs not to de- 
ſpiſe wholly the offer which M" Vlooſwijck,one of their Burge- 
maſters; had made him of one, which is newly built at Amſter- 


dam, - and which-upon the advertiſement given them thereof, 


they had cauſed to be bought of the Colledge of the Admiralty, 
to which it belonged ; but they judged it not a preſent worthy 
of his Majeſty ,- and that they should not without ſome confu- 
{ion make hima preſent of this nature. Notwithſtanding ifhis 
Majeſty would be pleaſed to accept it, it would be neceſſary 
that he should ſend ſome one , at the place, to order the contri- 
vances, and accommodations ; as for their part they would 
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indeayour to give it all the embellischmens which might render 
it pleaſing to his Majeſty. The King anſwered, that it was true, 
that the commodity which hehad found in thatkind of building, 
on diverſe occalions; and eſpecially in his laſt yoiage , coming 
from Breda, had given him ſome thought to make one to ſerve 
his uſe on the Thames . but that his 1 intention was not to oblige 
the Lords of Amſterdam to preſent him that which they had , 
though he would not refuſe to receiye again this mark of their 
affection, and to charge himſelt with a new obligation towards 
that fair and great town. That to thiseffe&t,he would ſend there 
the Captain of M” Beverweerts Yacht,with order to cauſe thatto 
be finished , which he received from their hands, in the beſt and 
moſt commodious manner that he should judge fit for his ſer- 
vice, - Morcoyer that he would give notice to the Depurics, of 
the hour he could appoint for their audience, after he had heard 
the Commiſhoners of Parliament, 
The Eſtates of Holland had underſtood , that the Courts 7izpar

of York and Gloceſter, who were lodgedat the Houle of the ex- 
traordinary Embaſſadours, on the re-eſtablishment of the King, 
and on the revolution of the affairs of England: and M* of Ren- 

- ſwoude of Utrecht, Ripperda of Hengelo of Overylſel , and 
Isbrants of Groning were deputed to do the ſame office with 
the Princeſs Dowager , and with the Prince of Orange. 

The ſame day, M" Ripperda, of Buirſe, having made report, 
in the ſame aſſembly,of what paſſed in the voiage he made,with 
ſome other Deputies, to the King ar Breda, in order to their 
reſolution of the 14. of this moneth, the Deputics were than- 
ked for it.

9 laiddown this day a foundation of three hundred thouſand Gil- 
ders; and they required the Lord Ripperda of Buirſe, Gulde- 
wagen, Swanenburg , Stavenifſe, Renſwoude, Velen , Rip- 
perda and Schulenbourg , to attend his Majeſty at dinner. 

The Table was doubly furnished, atthe head of which, and 
in the mid'ſt fate the King, having on his left hand the Princeſs 
Royal, and on his right, the Queen of Bohemua , when she dined 
there. Atthe end of the Table, on the ſame fide , were the 
Dukesof York and Gloceſter, and at the other end by the Prin- 
ceſs Royal , was the Prince of Orange her Son. And this order 
was obferyed in all the repaſts, only in the abſence of the Prince 
of Orange, the two Princes, his Majeſtics brothers, ſeparated 
and placed themſelves at the two ends of the Table, By this 
means one could well ſerve all thoſe that were there , becauſe 
they were all at a certain diſtance , which permitted the Officers 
to do their functions : as alſo the Deputies of the Eſtates, left 
{pace enough between the King's Table and theirs, for the con- 
venience of thoſe which ſeryed the meat before the Royalper- 
ſons, putting themſelves at the two ends of the skirt, before 

the 
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the King, who would not that the Deputies Table should be ſc= 
parated from his, Moſt commonly there was a Set of Violins; 
which divertiſed pleaſantly the King, during the repaſt; and in 
the healths that were drunk , as the King never failed almoſt 
to drink the proſperity of this Eſtate, and very often of each 
Province in particular , the Cannon ofthe Viverberg thundred 
from eyery Battery. 

As ſoon as they aroſe from dinner, the Commillioners of 7; 
the Parliament, and City of London, came to do reverence (5; 
to his Majeſty. 'The Higher Houſe had nominated {ix,v. The !*2-- 
Lord Aubery Veer, Farl of Oxford , the Lord Leonel Cran- 
held, Farl of Middelſex , Foulk, Greyil , Lord Brook , the Lord 
Charls Rich, Farl of Warwick, the Lord Leiceſter Devereux, 
Vicount of Herford , and the Lord John Barcley ; but the Earl 
of Warwick , being {ick of the gout, when the others embar- 
ked, was conſtrained to ſtay at London, The Lower Houle 
deputed the Lord Fairfax, ſometime General of the Parliaments 
Army , who on that conſideration drew upon him the curio- 
ſity and eys of every one, and who would fſce the King pri- 
vately, to ask him pardon for the paſs'd offence with extraor- 
dinary ſubmiſſions; The Lord Bruce , the Lord Falkland , 
the Lord Caſtleton ; the Lord Herbert ; the Lord Man- 
devil, Sir Horatio Townſend, Sir Anthony Ashley Cooper, 
Sir George Booth, he thatleyvied an Army a year fince for the 
calling ofa Free-Parliament,in behalf of the King,Denzil Hollis, 
Eſquire , Sir John Holland, and Sir Henry Cholmly. The 
Deputation of the City of London was much more numerous, 
as being compoſed of twenty perſons, - taken partly out of the 
Magiſtracy, and partly from amongſt the principal inhabitants, 
and from theMilitia of the City. The chicfaflembled in the Houle 
5 of the extraordinary Embaſſadours; and the others, in the houſc 
where the Citizens exerciſe to shoot at the mark, and learn to 
exerciſe arms, Both one and :rother went forth a foot, walking 
two and two , and having before them a very great number of 
young Gentlemen , that marched in the ſame order. Being 
NY brought into the King's chamber, they made a very low , and 
4 N 2 molt 
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moſt ſubmiſs reyerence. The Farl of Oxford ſpake for the 
Higher Houſc : but thoſe that were there at that action , agreed 
in opinion, that never perſon ſpake with more afteCtion, nor cx- 
pretled himſelFfin better terms, then M" Denzil Hollis, who was 
the Orator for the Depuries of the Lower Houle,to whom thoſe 
of London were joined. He inliſted chiefly upon the miſerics 
under which thatKingdom had groned for ſo many years, and 
upon the government of Cromwel , who tyrannized the Eng- 
lish in their lives, in their goods, and in their conſciences , 
whereas on the contrary, they could hope from the goodneſs 
of his Majeſty, but repoſe , but ſweetneſs, and a lawful liberty, 
beſceching him ro return forthwith into his Kingdom, and to 
take again the Scepter of his Anceſtours,without any condition: 
which redoubled the joy of this Court, though it were already 
aſſured thereof, by the mouth of Sir John Greenvil, The King 
received them with much goodneſs, as well as the proteſtations 
of obedience and fidelity, which they made him in the name 
of the Lords and Commons of England ,and of the City of Lon- 
don in particular, and after the ſpeech , they did all reverence 
co the King, in putting-one knee to the ground, and in kiſſing 
his hand. After they came forth of the King's appartment, they 
went to the Dukes, to whom they alſo made complements 
from the Parliament, and City; they went there alſo a foot , 
and from thence, in the ſame order, to the Queen of Bohemia, 
and to the Princeſs Royal , where they acquitted themſelyes 
alſo of the duty which they had order , from the Parliament 
and City , to render unto them. 

After the audiences of the Deputies, the King received many 
perſons of quality, who in the impatience to ſee his Majeſty had 
paſſedthe ſea voluntarily , without any particular commiſſion , 
they all did him reverence, in the ſame manner the Commil- 
ſioners had done. 

Monſieur Friquet, Councellour of Eſtate to the Emperour , 
and extraordinary Envoy from his Imperial Majeſty to the 
Eſtates General, had alſo audience of the King, and made him 
his complement in the name of the Emperour, his Maſter,whoſe 
Pre- 
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Predeceſlour had expreſſed a molt particular affeQion for the 
King , even in the height of his perſecutions, 
In the number of thoſe thatcame to render their dutics to the 
King thatday , .was the Captain, or Maſter of the Ship, which 
| received the King aboard on the coaſt of England, and paſled 
; him into France, when thar Illuſtrious Maid , Miltris Lane ; 
1 ſaved the fortune of the Kingdom, after the unfortunate battel 
4 of Worceſter; atleaſt if onc may:give thar Epithete to an acci- 
U dent , which God hath ſo favourably blefled , and who hath 
7 ſo fayourably diſpoſed the affairs in the glorious return of the 
King, without any cftuſion of the blood of his fubjects. 
It is not our deſign to make here an unneceflary digreſlion , in Peri 


L.rs of the 


making a pertect narrative of all that paſſed in the miraculous «-' 
eſcape of the King after the loſs of the battel, nor in what man- ir he Y 
ner the King, being ſeparated from the Othcers that were by Hera, 
his perſon after the defeat, was brought to the houſe of a coun- 
tryman, who changed cloaths with him, and shewed him a 
tree, where he paſſed the night. How afterward being come 
to the houſe of Miſtris Lanes father, her brother received him, 
4 as {cryant, to wait on him in his chamber, and how in this qua- 
; lity he rid a journy before that Gentlewomah, How he had a 
| care of the horſes in the journy,, and what encounters he mer 
there, becauſe all theſe thihgs are not of the ſubject of our rc- 
lation, and deſerve well a particular one. But we think it not 
amiſs to ſay ; that the Lord Wilmot deceaſed Farl of Rocheſter, 
who had been extraordinary Embaſſadour at the Diet of Ratis- 
bon in the year 1653. and who was he, that gave orders for 
the King's paſſage , being come at the place where his Majeſty 
was to embark, and ſeeing the Maſter of the ship to enter into 
the chamber, where they ſupped , to tell them that the tide 
would be good about midnight, and that they should do well 
to embark before night, praied him ro it at table, and to ſup 
with them. Burthe Maſter had no ſooner taken his place, and 
obſcrved the features of the King's face , but he whiſpered 
M” Wilmot in the car, faying, that he knew thart illuſtrious per- 
ſon, and that it'was indubitably the King ; the other denicd

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it, and would haye him to relinquish that thought, but the Ma- 
ſter, though he made ſetmblance to acquieſs therein, during 
ſupper; ſaid nothwithſtanding, in riſing from the table , that 
whatſoever they would make him to: beleey , | he knew the 
King ſo well, that he could notbe deceived; becauſe that ha- 
ving been brought before him a few years ſince , when his Ma- 
jeſty, being with a Fleet in the Downs, where he cauſed ſome 
fishermen to be ſtopped, to whom he gave liberty , preſently 
after he had cauſed them to be brought to his preſence, and he 
with the reſt, he had fo well conſidered him ; that ſince that 
time , he could not loſe the Idea of him, Bur that they needed 
to fear nothing , thattheperſon of the King should be alwaies 
ſacred to him , and in fafety in his hands, Wilmot perſiſted in 
his negative , cauſed the King to embark, and ſaid no more to 
the Captain , untill that his Majeſty being landed , on the coaſt 
of Normandy , he feared not to tell him, that it was indeed the 
King that he aſſiſted to ſave,and that his Majeſty would remem- 
ber his fidelity and affeQtion., when there should be an occaſion 
to acknowledge one another, And indeed, after the King had 
perfeQly well received him at his cloſer dore, the Lord Craft, 
who had preſented him to his Majeſty ,aflured him that he might 
hope for any favours from him. _ | 

The English Othcets that are in the ſervice of the Lords the 
States, and were come to this town, did him reverence alſo, and 
among the reſt M" Cromwel, Mator of a Regiment of foot of 
the ſame nation. He is Coſen German , bur 1ſſued from an el- 
der brother of him, who is known to have facrific'd the King 
his Soveraign to-his regular ambition, and deteſted that bru- 
tal and horrible action ; but ſeeing ſome apparent eſtablichment 
in the fortune of the Protectour , he paſſed into England, where 
he rendered conſiderable ſervices to thoſe of the good party , 
and even gave himſelf the liberty, to remonſtrate ſometimes to 
his Coſeh,what belonged to his dury: 1o that inſteed ofmaking 
his fortun there, he could draw from the Protetour for him- 
ſelf, and for his brother , who commands a Regiment of foot 


in the ſeryice of the Lords the Eſtates; bur a oratification of two 
thou- 
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thouſand pounds ſterling, whereof they have received but the 
half; though the Major made an expence at London where with 
he shall be long time incommodated, The King , who know 
the intentions bf this honeſt man , and permitted his brother to 
take the ſurname of Williams, inſtead of that which $hall be eter- 
nally in execration to all Friglisghmen , and who had many good 
proofs of them, received him perfealy well. 


This day caine alſo to falute the King Sir William Daviſon a 4 4... 
Scott by birth, but ſince ſome yeares eſtablished at Amſterdam, Div: 


His Majeſty had conſidered him , as a perſon molt affeCtionate 
to his ſervice, and was not deceived therein , becauſe that thoſe 
who know how he behaved himſelf, cannot doubt that he was 
moſt uſefull,and that he ated if not dircQly for the re-eſtablish- 
ment of the affairs of England;at leaſt it cannot be denied,that he 
hath not been unprofitable thercin.It wasnotlong before, that the 
King had given him ſome proofs of his acknowledgement, in 
making him Knight Baronet; but this day he confirmed that 
quality to him, by letters pattents, in adding thereunto a penſion 
without compariſon more conſiderable then that title. The 
King givesit with very litle ceremony ; in making the Novice 
kneel before him ; he laies his Kyord on his shoulder, and fayth 
unto him , Riſe Kmght Baronet. Thoſe that are inveſted with this 
quality, follow the Barons , and precede the ordihary Knights. 
Afeer this, the King went to viſit the Queen of Bohemia, his 
Aunt, but it was without ceremony, as he uſed todo the whole 
time of his reſidence at the Hague , during which there paſſed

the Houſe of the Princeſs Dowager of Orange, who reccived 
him on the ſtone ſtairs that go up into the Coutt. The King pre- 
ſented herpreſently his hand, and led her through that fair hall, 
ahd through the Guard Chamber , to that which they call the 
Chamber of preſence, where the King treated her with much 
civility , refuſing to ſitt, till the Princeſs took her place ar the 
ſame time. After a converſation of half an hour, the King took 
leave, and retired himſelf, bur perciving in the fore-chamber 
that the Princeſs followed himyhe turned about,and would hinder

|. agrecable, and yery obliging, that he could not overcom her, he

Ut "I _ TheKing having ſpoken, in the cycning,at ſupper, to the ad-

pee” - his coming, and of which he had alwaies a Company in arms in 
168 .. the Court of his lodging, the Deputies of the Eſtates General, 
Ws who were by his perſon at the hours of his repaſt , offered to 
HR Shew it him the nextday in battel , to the end his Majeſty might 
Wh; judge as favourably of their skil, as he had judged of their sheys: 
"208 The King promiſed to be preſent, if his affairs permitted him to 
oY vive himſelf that divertiſement ; but the two Princes expreſled, 
thi + that they should ſee that exerciſe with much ſatisfaction. And, 
th 7k Reg indeed,thenext day being the 27" the Regiment of the Guards, 
111408 - =o $8 having been in the field, from the beginning of the morning, 
«= ſtoodin battalia half the way to Scheveling,by the houſe, where 
M* Catz, ſometime Penſionary Counſellour, and Keeper of the 
great Seal of Holland , made his retirement , after he had paſſed 
through the faireſt imploiments, wherewith his country could 
have acknowledged his merit, in a very pleaſant and fair plain, 
where the two Princes, the Duke of Brunſwick-Lunenburg, 
the Prince of Orange, Prince William of Naſſau , Governour of 
Freeſland, the Rhine-Grave, and all-perſons of quality that were 
at the Hage, repaired about ten a clock in the morning;and after 
they had ſeen all that which skil could make a body perfectly 
exerciſed and diſciplined todo,both in marching and fight,under 
good Officers, they made a courſe even upon the banks of the 
{ca,from whencethey conſidered theFleet,and went from thence 
to dinner, the Dukes of York and of Gloceſter , with 5me Eng- 
lish Lords , to the Duke of Lunenburgs ; and the reſt to the 
Court. The Eſtates General deputed there to accompany the 
King, 


his Siſter , where he met the Fmbatſadour of France , who had | 
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King, that day M*de Gent of Gelders,of Merode,and N avander 
of Holland, Lampſins of Zealand, Ren{woud of Utrecht, Velſen 
of Freeſland, Ripperda of Hengelo of Over-Yſel, and Ibrants 
of Groning. 

The King was from the morning shut up with M* Hide, his 
Chancellour, who for being chief of his Councels , and his moſt 
confident Miniſter, was lodged in the ſame houſe; becauſe that 
being incommodated with the gout, his Majeſty would that he 
Should be lodged in a place , where he might-make uſe of his 
councels at all hours of the day, He was with him more then an 
hour and a half, fitting on his bed-ſide, and ſometimes keaning 
upon the bed itſelf in a very ſecret conference. 
 Afﬀeerthe King was gone out of the Chancellour's chamber, 

the extraordinary Embaſſadours of Denmark cauſed his Excel- 
lence to be prayed,to appoint them an hour , for a particular au- 
dience, which they obtaincd for the after-noon, They received, 
in this audience, new aſſurances of the good intentions of his 
Majeſty, to the advantage of the King their Maſter, who would 
have profited notably thereby, if the treaty of peace with Swe- 
then, had not been too much adyanced, as, indeed, it was con- 
cluded a few daics after. 

We {aid that/the precedent day , the King had promiſed the 
Penſioner of Amſterdam, that he would certific the Duputies 
of the ſame town , when he could give them audience , to the 
ſubje& oftherequeſt whichthey had to makeunto him,touching 
the journy , wherein they indeayoured to engage him, And 4:/i»c« 
indeed, the ſameeyening,he ſent them the Lord Wotton,ſecond 4 ow _ 
ſon to the Lady Stanhop,ſfince Counteſs of Cheſterfield, who was 7...” 
to adyertiſe them , that they might ſee his Majeſty,the next day, 
at nine a clock inthe morning. This Deputation was compoled 
of M* Cornelius of Vlooſwick , Lord of Vloolwick, Diemer- 
brouck, and John de Huydecooper, Lord of Matſcyeen,Bourge- 
maſters in charge, Conrade Butg, ſometime extraordinary Em- 
baſſadour in Moſcovia, Conrade of Beuningen , heretofore cx- 
traordinary Embaſſadour in Denmark.and in Swethen, and now 


named forthe extraordinary Embaſladourinto France,Senatours, 
P and 
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and Peter de Groot, Penſionary of the ſame town. The laſt , 
after he had made a low reyerence to his Majeſty, ſpake in theſc 
terms, 


Seecbef SIR, The Burgemaſlters and Magjſtrate of the town of Am-

ſterdam,who yceld notin devotion and zeal for the glory and 
 intcreſts of your Majelty, to any perſon of the world, thin- 
king that they have not ſatisfied, neither their duty , nor their 
» affeftion, by the general teſtimony which they have rendred 
» thereof, by the mouth of the Lords the Eſtates General, and 
» likewiſe by that of the Eſtates of this Province, have comman- 
, ded us to beſcech your Majeſty, to grant them a particular ay- 
z» dience, where they may give ſtronger proofs both of one and 
;» Cother, Your Majeſty shall ſee them in the extream joy, which 
» they have, for the glorious re-eſtablichment of your Majeſty 
,, upon the throne of your Anceſtours, the circumſtances where- 
» Of arc ſo much the more conſiderable, as this miraculous reyo- 
» lution is made without effuſion of blood, and as your Majeſty 
» is obliged for it , but to the powerful hand of God only , who 
» hath wroughttherein by means altogether extraordinary. But 
, you $hall find the proofs thereof particularly, in the moſt hum- 
» ble prayer which we have order to make you, to honour their 
,, town with your Royal preſence , for the few daies the time 
,, will allow you to remain in this Province; to the end, that fo 
,, many ſtrangers, wherewith their town 1s inhabited , may 
,, be witneſſes of the publick and real demonſtrations which they 
, intend to make, of the vencration which they have for the per- 
, lon of your Majeſty,and of the paſſion which they have for your 
,, lervice. | 
Nothing can be added to the obliging words with which the 
King anſwered the complement of the Deputics of Amſterdam, 
in thanking them with much affeftion , for that of theirs,wherc- 
of he ſaid he had reccived moſt illuſtrious proofs, witneſling to 
be very ſorry that he could not fatisfic their requeſt, ſceing that 
 hehad no leſs inclination for that journy , then the Lords of 
Amſterdam could have paſlion to ſee him in their town, and af- 
ſuring them that he would eternally remember the arnity they 


had 
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F had for him. The Deputies replied in the moſt ſubmils terms 
I that reſpe& could pur into their mouths, and after they had 
l prayed for the proſperity of his Majeſty , and for the perpetual 
telicity of his reign, they retired. 
; M" Coyet Knight, Extraordinary Envoy of the King of Ji 
Swethen, to the Eſtates General of the United Provinces, had 74-- 
demanded audience the day before, but thoſe, which his Ma- of Swe 
jeſty found himſelf obligedto give to the Eſtates of Holland,and © 
: next to the Commiſſioners of the Parliament and of the Ciry of 
London , made him to refer it to this Thurſday atelevenaclock 
inthe morning, M" Coyet being come into the fore - cham- 
ber, at the hour appointed, the King ſent immediately unto him 
M" Wentworth , one of the four Gentlemen of the Bed-cham- 
ber, to entertain him, till affairs permitted his Majeſty to come 
to ſpeak with him , as he did preſently after in the Preſence- 
chamber. The Envoy made known to his Majeſty, that he 
would ſpeak Latineto him,and as he was yery wel verſed in that 
language, he had prepared a very elegant diſcourſe for him : 
but for as much as his Majeſty ſignified to him, that that rongue 
was not familiar enough to him to ſerve his turn to anſwer 
readily , he made him his complement in French, as the Mi- 
| niſters of all the other ſtrange Princes did ; extending himſelf on 
| the preſent revolution of the affairs of England , on the excel- 
lent and great qualities of his Majeſty, and of the amity which 
the Kings, and Crown of Swethen had from all time received 
from the Kings of Great Britain. 
The King anſwered him , that the teſtimonies of affection 
which he rendred him, on this occaſion, from the King of Swe- 
then, were very acceptable to him, and that he Should find 
him alwaics diſpoſed , not only to execute with fincerity the 
ancient treaties, which common intereſt hath cauſed to be made 
between England and Swethen, but alſo to confirm them by 
new, and {treighter alliances. After this, his Majeſty infor- 
med himſelf of the age of the King of Swethen, thar reigns 
how , of the place where the Queen lives, and cauſcth the 


King her ſon to be brought up atpreſent, and of many other 
P 2 things, 
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things, which denoted the great goodneſs, with which his Ma- 
jeſty would reccive the Miniſters of Princes, with whom his 
Predecctſours had alwaies lived in good correſpondence. After 
this familiar diſcourſe, wherewith the Embaſladour came of 
very well, he went to the Dukes of York , and of Gloceſter, 
and afterward ſaw alſo the Chancellour of England, to whom 
he ſpake of the preſent eſtate of the affairs of the North, and 
gave him to underſtand, that they were in terms of accom- 
modation , between the two Crowns of Denmark and of 
Swethen. 

_ Afﬀeer this audience the King gave the reſt of the day to the 
affairs of his Kingdom, being in continual conferences with 


the Commiſſioners of the Parliament , and of the City of ” 


London. 
= F2 Itshall not be from our purpoſe, to fay here a word of the 
£22,” manner wherewith the King was ſerycd,at his ordinary repaſts, 
and of the Eſtate of the expence which was made eyery day for 
his Majeſty. We have ſpoken of his Table ,and how the Royal 
perſons that did cat there , were ſeated. - They ſerved up great 
Dishes in Oval form, at five courſes , cach containing five 
diches and twelve trenchers , becauſe they changed the dishes 
twice at every ſervice, and every dish was ſo maſſive , that 
one Shall not be troubled much to repreſent the expence there- 
of, when he shall know that there was two dozen of Pheaſants 
- inonedish, and that all the other dishes were furnished accor- 
: '_ dingly. | They ſerved, belides that, five tables for the Lords, 
and one for the Ladies, asfor the Marqueſs of Worceſter , &c. 
all at four courſes, and almoſt as full, and furnished with the 
ſame meats, as thoſe of the King's table, except one courſe , 
which was between the pottages and the roſt. . All the ſweet 
meats, as well at the King's table , as at the Lords and Ladies , 
were pillaged at every meal, and expoſed to the diſcretion of 
the people , who were ordinarily there at thoſe hours by the 
King in crowds. And not only they ſeryed all forts of delicious 
wines at the tables, but the ſources ſteamed therewith con- 
tinually day and night, and were never dry, as well tor the 
Eng- 
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English of what condition foeyer they were, as for all thoſe of 
the town that came to demand it. Every Table was of twelve 
L coverings , and had its Steward, its four Butlers, as many aſli{- 
; tants in the buttery, and twelve men that ſery'd up the meat and 
drink, But for the King's mouth, it was particular ; there was a 
Clark of the Kitchin for the pottages,another forthe courſes,ano- 
ther for the paltry , one more for the roſt, and one for the meats 
between the courſes, every Clark having four Cooks under 
him , for each ſervice, 
There hapned this day a thing, which for having made a 7-4:

; great noiſe in the beginning, deferyes well to be ſpoken of here, - deſign 
with circumſtances which might make one belceve the truth King's 
of what was ſpoken of then. FO 
A man of a moſt mean condition, French by birth, being 
about 9 a clock in the evening, inaremote place towards the 
Rampart, preſented himſelf at the dore of a Millars houſe 
wholly aftrighted , and almoſt fenſeleſs, ( as he appeared ) out 

| of breath , and ſaid unto him , that having been enforced to 
draw off for ſome neceſlity of nature , he ſtooped down to- 
wards that little riſing , which ſeryes for entrenchment to the 
Hage , and which we called Rampart ; where being almoſt 
hidden, as well becauſe that the place, where he put himſelf, 
was low, as becauſe it was neer night, he preſently ſaw three 
men to come, whereof two were cloathed in grey, and the 
third in black, who ſaid one to another with diſpleaſure, as 

he could judge thereof, in bad French, as he reported, that 
they failed twice, becaule of the great number of people that 
were about him, and ſerv'd him for guards; but they would 

ſo well take their advantage from the two ſides of the Coach , 

that he should not eſcape them, That riſing upon this , the 
others, wholly ſurpriſed to ſee a man ina place where they were 
come , becauſe they thought to find no body there , ſaid that 
they were diſcovered , and mult diſpatch him thar might rc- 
yeal them. That thereupon one of the three shot of a Piſtol, 
whole bullet pierced his hat, which he sRewed , wherewith he 
ſtaggered; butthatthe other thinking the ftroak was not mor= 
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tal, shot a ſecond ſo neer, that he burned his hair : This had ſo 
aſtonished him, the he fell to the ground, where having lain 
a while , untill the three men were retired , he aroſe, and 1 Went 
ſtreight to the houſe of that Millar. And indeed, he gave ſuch an 
alarm , there, that the Millar went preſently forth with him, and 
taking two of his neighbours with him , that armed themſelves 
with ſtones , like him, they purſued thoſe three men, but to no 
purpoſe, becauſe they met them not; therefore they went to 
the place, where he ſaid he ſaw themat firlt, and where they 
found, indeed, the cloak which he ſaid fear had made him to 
quit. The affair was judged of ſuch importance , that the Court 
of Juſtice was ordered, the next day, to make a moſt ſtrict and 
moſt exact inquiry thereof, The Informer being queſtioned 
herein, by Commillioners, perſiſted in his firſt depoſitions , 
which were believed at firſt to be ſo much the more true , as 
the accuſer , though incommodated enough in his domeſtick 
affairs, witneſſed to be much unintereſted, and demanded no 
recompence, Thoſe, notwithſtanding, that ſtaied not much 
at fair apparences , and would that they should proceed to a 
more exact examination of an affair of this nature, ſpake of it, 
as of a deceit , which the laws should cither juſtifie, or punish 
with the ſeyereſt punischment. Howſoever it was , itprodu- 
ced this effe&, that the Eſtates judging that they could not 
bring too much care to the conſervation of the precious pledge 
which they had with them, cauſed ſome troops of horſe to ad- 
vance with all ſpecd, which were already commanded, and 
which, being arrived, kept guard with the ſtandard on the ave- 
nues of the Palace , where the King was lodged, and of which 
there was alwaies a brigade, which followed the Coach where- 
ſoever his Majeſty went. 

And forasmuchas it was known, that there was found in the 
Fleet a man bould en ough to have retolved toput fire tothe pow- 
der, when the King should go to ſee the Veſſel, where he ſerved 
inquality of Marriner,whichobliged Admiral Montague toſeiſc 
himſelfon the key of the powder Magazine, and to ordain all 
the Captains ofthe other ships of theFleet,to do the like aboard 
them, 
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them, and to carry alwaics the key with them; the King was 
adviſed to chuſe a guard of fourſcore Gentlemen , under 
the charge of the Lord Gerard , Captain of his Life-guards , 
and one of the four Gentlemen of his Bed-chamber , which 
ſerved by Brigades; fo that there was alwaies twenty which 
marched on both ſides the coach, having one hand on the ſup- 
porting ſtaff of the boot, and holding a ſword, drawn out of thc 


belt, but in the ſcabberd, inthe other, Butas this poſture was 


ſome what irregular , and offenſive, ina country , where the 
perſon of his Majeſty was noleſs dear then in his Kingdom, the 
King conſidering,that to hinder approach to his perſon, was ſuf- 
ficient toſecure it, would that they should wear their ſwords by 
their ſides, and carry a cane in their hand, which aſſured their 
countenance , and made their quality and charge to be re(- 
pected. 

The ſame day, the Eſtates of Holland gave Commiſſion to 
M” of Wimmenum, Deputy from the Nobility, to the Coun- 
ccl of Eſtate of Holland , Halling of Dort, Marſeyeen of Am- 
ſterdam , and Hoogland of Alcmaer, to go to felicitate the 
Queen of Bohemia , the Dukes of York and Gloceſter the 
Princeſs Royal,the Princeſs Dowager of Orange,and the Prince 
of Orange , upon the re-eltablishment of the King of Great 
Britain. They executed this commiſſion immedaately after 
dinner. M" of Wimmenum made the complement every 
where, and which was moſt admirable, neyer uſing twice the 
ſame cogitation , nor the ſame words in all his ſpeeches. 

The Eſtates of Holland gave charge alſo to M" of Wimme- 
num , to know of his Majeſty, ifit pleaſed him that they should 
make him a ſupper , where the Eſtates of Holland might have 
the honour to treat him in private ; and if he deſired that in this 
caſe the Fitates should be there in a body , to render him the 
more honour, or if he would rather they should fend there De- 
puties, Whereupon his Majeſty , having expreſled an accep- 
tance of what they deſired, and made known that by the de- 
puration of a ſingle perſon of each member , he should be as 
well ſatisfied as if the Eſtates were there in body , they fixed 
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on Sunday following. for the day , being the 3o of the fame 
moneth. 'LThey prayed M'of Wimmenum to take upon him the 
whole ordering of the Feaſt, and to give neceſlary orders for it; 
and the Eſtates named Commiſſioners, which should be there 
from them, 217. M" of Waſlenacr, Lieutenant Admiral of Hol- 
land , and M* of Wimmenum for the Nobility: De Wit of 
Dorr, Fabricius of Haerlem , Graſwinckel of Delf, Buyteveſt 
of] Leiden, Marlſeveen of A mſterdam, Cant of Tergow, Van- 
der Mcyde of Rotterdam, Vander Colck of Gorcum, Vander 
Eyck of Schiedam, Vander C:oelt of Schoonhoyen, Vander 
Berg of the Briel, Teylingen of Alckmaer, Jager of Horn, Ro- 
mer Cant of Enchuyſen , Houtuyn of Edam , Houting of Mu- 
nickendam , Stellingwerf of Medenblick, and Roothooft of 
Purmerent, to whom were added M: de Wit, Penſionary Coun- 
ccllour,and M” of Beaumont ,vccretary to the Eſtates ofthe ſame 
Province, 
Bu to the end that nothing might be wanting to the teſti- 
monies of affection which the Eſtates would render to his Ma- 
jeſty, thoſe of Holland ordained, the ſame day, that all kinds of 
refreshments should be ſent to the Admirals ship , to the Vice- 
Admirals,andto the Rear- A dmiralis,to beafterward diſtributed to 
the wholcFlect. They communicated hereupon with M" of Waſ- 
ſenaer, Lieutenant Admiral of Holland,and cauſed ſo much Wine, 
Victuals, Citrons, Oranges , and other proviſions to be bought, 
that the Lord Montagu was conſtrained to confeſs, that he ne- 
ver ſaw ſo much. Notwithſtanding , they ſent them not aboard 
before the King had fixed on the day of his embarkment, and 
the Deputy Councellours, who were to execute the orders of 
che Eſtates of Holland, gave the commiſſion thereof to M" of 
Valquenbourg , of the Boſle , Captain in the Regiment of the 
Guards, who cauſed the proviſions to be carried aboard the Ad- 
mural, to whom it was judged fit they should leave the diſpo- 
{ing, to cauſe them to be diſtributed to the other Ships according 
to his orders. 
The Eſtates General of their ſide , writ to the Colledge of the

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Dutchy of Cleveland , had the opportunity to do reverence to 
the King at Breda, where he went about the affairs of the ward- 
ship of the Prince of Orange, wherewith his EleQtoral H ighnels 
would charge himſelf in part, Therefore he would not preſs his 
audience, during the firlt daies after his arrival, when his Ma- 
jeſty was burthened wirh complements. But as ſoon as Prince 
Maurice of Naſlau , who with the goyernment of the town of 
Weſel, and charge of Lieutenant General of the Horſe , in the 
ſervice of the Eſtates General of the United Provinces , SG 
not to be Goyernour of the Dutchy of Cleyeland , and of the 
Provinces annexed to it, in the name of the Elector of Bran- 
denbourg , was arrived, they judged fit to make a ſolemn com- 
plement to his Majeſty, in the name of his EleCtoral Highneſs. 
The Prince was there the ſame Saturday , accompanied with 
M” Weiman , who notwithſtanding the imploiments which 
he hath elſewhere, forbears not to re{ide,fome years, at the Hage 
about the affairs of the wardship of the Prince of Orange; and 
with M* Copes , ordinary Reſident from the Elector , to the 
Lords the Eſtates. The diſcourſe of the Prince was like a Ca- 
valeer, fo that after the King had anſwered his complement , 
they ſpake of indifferent affairs, which have nothing of com- 


mon with this relation. 

The ſame day Monſieur Vicquefort, Knight , Reſident with 771 ks. 
the Lords the Eſtates, for the Land-Grave of Hellen, made his 41,7 
complement for the Prince his Maſter, which was ſo much the 
better received, as in his particular he had hadan occaſion to 
render moſt important ſervices to his Majeſty, as well as to the 
deceaſed King, his Father , of glorious memory. He had 
the honour to do reverence to his Majelty at Breda; when in 
the voiage, which he made there ſome daies before, with the 
Duke of Brunſwick Lunenburg, the King expreſled unto him, 
that he remembred the affection which he had for his ſervice.

Monſietir Walter d Racer, Counceltour iry che Court of Hol- 
land, Zealand, and Weſt-Freefland, being gofic toBruxels, in 
the beginning of the month of March, this prefenc year , with 
M- Goes , his Colleague , by vertne of a Committon trom the 
Coutt , to ſpeak to the PrincefsRoyal of the affairs of the Prin- 
cipality of Orange, underſtood that there was notice grven, that 
General Monck difſembled, in a matiner , no more the inclina- 
tion which he had for the King's intereſts , and for the re-cita- 
blichment of the affairs of England, and from thence took the 
liberty to felicitate the King. His Majeſty received him ſo well, 
as alſo the words which he ſaid unto him , when being gone 
ſince about the ſame affairs at Breda , where his Majeſty betook 
himſelf, he gave him to underſtand the occafion which hindred 
the Lords, the Eſtates, at preſent, to complement him on the 
cſtate of the affairs of the Kingdom of England ; that he ſaid 
untb hin! , that he should never ſee him but he would remem- 
ber the good will he expreſſed to him in this conjuncture. And, 
indeed this yery day , the 29 of May , the King, remem- 
bring thoſe marks of affe&tion , ſent him has, in preſenting him 
by M” Oudart, Councellour to the Princeſs Royal, and to the 
Prince of Orange, her ſon , with Letters Pattents under the 
orcat Seal of England , by which he gives to M"Ract, and 
to his iſſue tnale , the quality and rank of Knight Barronet for 
ever. And for as niuch as thoſe whom the King honours with 
this title, are obliged to maintain thirty foot ſouldiers for the 
ſervice of Ireland, or to pay into the hands of the Treaſurer the 
ſum of a thouſand fourſcore and fifteen pounds, his Majeſty 
cauled the firſt Letters to be accompanied with a ſecond, diſ- 
penſing hint of paying that ſum , and acquitting him in general 
-m and his poſterity after him to perperuity, of the faid 

um. 

We have ſaid elſewhere , that Don Stephen of Gamarra , or- 
dinary Embaſſadour of Spain to the Lords the Eſtates, went to 
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joy that he had for hjs re-eſtablishment, The reſidence which 
the King had made,for fome years, at Bruxels, where Don Ste- 
phen of Gamarra had the: honour to lodge, fome daies, in the 
houſe of the two Princes, the King's brothers, made him to 
be contidered quite otherwiſe, then he could hope from his 
character, ina time, when there was open war between Spain 
and England, though againſt the intention of the two Kings. 
The careſles which the Princes made hun on this occaſion, and 
the extraordinary civilities which he had received from the 
King, proceeded from a particular affection,as well -as the good- 
neſs wherewith the ſame Dukes of York , and of Glocefter 
prayed to dine with him, on thurſday the 27 of this moneth. 
The Marqueſs of Ormond , and many other Lords had dined 
there , the day before , with the ſame familiarity wherewith 
the Lords German, Earl of St. Albans, and Craft went to dinc 
with the Embaſſadour of France, the day the King arrived at 
the Hage; and upon the recital which thele Lords had made to 
theirRoyal Highneſles of the great cheer the Embaſladour of 
Spain had made them, they reſolved to dine there the next day. 
But the King, who would dine that day inpublick, with the 
Queen of Bohemia, che Princeſs Royal, the Prince of Orange, 
and the Deputies of the Eſtates General, having defired that the 
Princes, his brothers, might be of the company,the Embaſſa- 
dour, who had expected their Royal Highneſles, gave himſelf 
the liberty to complain to the King in raillery , for taking away 
his gueſts from him, His Majeſty had the goodnels to tell him, 


 thathedid it of purpoſe to hinder their dining with him, be- 


cauſe he would be alſo of the Party. And indeed, that yery 
Saturday , the King after he had ridden to Scheycling, where 
he ſaw the Fleet, and at his return, viſited the Queen of Bohe- 
mia, went in the eyening to the houſe of the Spanish Embaſ- 
{ſadour , where were alſo the Queen of Bohemia , the Dukes 
of York and Gloceſter , the Princeſs Royal , the Prince of

'viO bimeif to Was moſt remarkable y was this, that about midnight arrived 
10G there M” Downing,w ho did the affairs of England,to the Lords 
the Eſtates, in quality of Reſident, under OlivetCromwel, and 
afterward under the pretended Parliament, which having chan- 
oed the form of the government, after having caſt forth the laſt 
Protector, had continued him in his imploiment, under the 
(N50 quality of Extraordinary Envoy. He began to have reſpect for 
8 the King's perſon, when he knew that all England declared for 
\ a free Parliament, and departed from Holland , wirhout order, 
Ee if as ſoon as he undevltood, that there was nothing that could lon- 
114k =: ger oppoſe, the re-eſtablichment of Monarchal government, 
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with a deſign to crave Letters of recommendation to General 
Monk. This Lord conſidered him , as. well becaule of the 
birth of his wife , whichis illuſtrious ; as becauſe Downing had 
expreſſed ſome reſpect for him, in a time when that eminent 
perſon could not yet diſcover his intentions. He had his Let- 
ters, when he arrived at midnight at the houſe of the Spanish 
Einbaſſadour, as we have ſaid. He preſented them forthwith to 
the King, whoarole from table a while after, read the Letters, 
receiy'd the ſubmiſſions of Downing , and granted him the par-- 
donand grace, which he asked for him, to whom he could 
deny nothing, Some daies after , the King Knighted him, and 
would it should be believed , that the ſtrong averſtons which 
this Miniſter of the Protetor had -made appear againſt him 
on all occaſions , and with all forts of perſons indifferently, 
even a few daics before the publick and general declaration 
of all England, proceeded not from any evil intention ; but on- 
ly from a deep diſſimulation , wherewith he was conſtrained to 
cover his true ſentiments, for fear to prejudice the affairs of his 
Majeſty. 

Sunday the 30 of May, the King would in the morning hear 
a Sermon , and to that purpoſe it was ordained that M” Hardy, 
one of the Miniſters which came from England, with the Com- 
miſſioners of the, City of London , should preach before the 
King in the Chappel of the Court, which ſerves for Church to 
the French that live at the Hage, at eleyena clock 1n the fore- 
noon, as ſoon as the French had ended their ordinary deyo- 
tions. And to the cnd, to prevent the diſorder among the peo- 
ple, which were come there in crowds from the neighbour 
rowns , the company which had the guard, was commanded 
to ſeiſe themſelves of the avenues of the Chappel, and particu- 
larly to poſſeſs the dore,which leads into a little Partition, where 
the Princes of Orange heretofore cauſed a bench to be made 
cloathed with black velvet , and eoyered with a canopy of the 
{ame ſtuff for themſelves, and for perlons of quality , that were 
ordinarily of their train , but they dreamed not to remedy ano- 


ther inconvenience , which deceived all the other precautions,

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that they uſed. For the French, inſtead of giving place to 
the English , and of uſing the civility which they were ac- 
cuſtomed to have for ſtrangers, would not go out of the 
Church ; and even the perſons of condition, which fate in 
the little partition , whereof we haye ſpoken, and who were 
for the moſt part Dutch, refuſed to make place for the Lords, 
which were, in great humber, abour the King's perſon ; with- 
out conſidering that this very incivility hindred them abſo- 
lately to fatisfie the curioſity they had to ſce the King , and to 
be preſentat the English Liturgy. The Reader of the Church 
exhorted the people to withdraw , and likewiſe the Paſtor , who 
made the Sermon , went up again into the Pulpit, and repre- 
ſented to them the wrong they did themſelves, as well as their 
brethren of ge ſame religion, and ſtrangers, as they in this 
country , in obſtinately ſtaying thus in their ſeats, after having 
heard the word of God, ina place where they had been fed, and 
in failing of reſpeEt to the King, to whom that very Temple was 
given by theirSuperiours; and where the English were to hear 
it,after them,in their tongue, But theſe exhortations made no 
impreſſion on ſpirits prepoſſeſſed, no more then the other rea- 
ſons which he alledged; ſo that the King was enforced to do 
his devotions,in the place where her Royal Highneſs is accuſto- 
med to haye her preaching , particularly ; ſince moſt important 
conſiderations hindred her to go to the English Church, where 
there entred as many as it could hold of the Lords of that na- 
tion. The Miniſter took his text in the 26 Chapter of the Pro- 
phet Iſaiah, verſe 19, which he applied to the preſent eſtate 
of the affairs of England, and made folearned and fo pathetick a 
diſcourſe , that there wasnotany one there, which was not tou- 
ched, and edified therewith, 

\ Afﬀterthe Liturgy and Sermon were ended, there preſented 
themſelves many perſons ſick of the Evil, which the King was 
to touch after many others he had touched Friday andSaturday, 
the 28. and 29. of this moneth, in private. And foras much as 
this ceremony is done with circumſtances very remarkable,and 
different from thoſe which accompany it in France , when the 

King 
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King there toucheth the ſick; itshall not be from our purpoſe 
to ſpeak here, of all the particulars thereof, ſince they make as 
well one of the eſſential parts of our relation, which is to omit 
nothing of what his Majeſty did at the Hage. Bur before we 
engage us in this recital , it will be neceſlary to undeceive the 
{pirit of thoſe that believe, that that which the Kings of Eng- 
land do on this ocaſion , is but a copy of that which 1s done in 
France,and that it isnot butbecauſe of the pretenſion which they 
have to that Crown, and by vertue of the title which they take, 

and from the arms of France , wherewith they charge their E{= 
cuchion, that they attribute to themſelyes a grace whichis given 
to the eldeſt Son of the Church, For it is molt certain, that the 
King of Great Britain, hath this right and adyantage,not as King 
of France, though he takes the quality thereof in his titles , but 
as King of England; and becauſe the Kings, his Predeceſlours, 

have uſed it efficiaciouſly , ſince the reign of Edward, fſurna- 
named the Confeſſour; that is to ſay, ſince the beginning of 
the 11. age, andlong before the Kings of England had decla- 
red their pretenſions, asthey did , when Philip of Valois came 
to the Crown. Now this ceremony is performed,in the man= 
ner as we $hall at preſent relate.: 

Thoſe that feel themſelves afflicted with the diſcale , com- 
monly called the Kings-evill, becauſe the King curethit, are 
obliged to addreſs themſelyes to his Majeſties chief Chyrurgion 
who viſits them, andif he judgeth that it is the diſeaſe , which 
the King cureth,, he appoints them a day and hour to be at the 
Chappel, where the King is to touch them, As in France,the 
ceremony of touching the ſick is done in the morning, after 
the King hath communicated, ſo was it this day done in the 
Chappel of the Princeſs Royal, after the King had been at the 
ſermon, and publick prayers. For the preaching being fini- 
Shed, they placed a great chair for the King, in a place ſome- 
what diſtant from the people. And as ſoon as the King was 
late, one of the Clarks of the Cloſet ſtands at the right ſide of 
the chair, holding on his arm, or rather in his right hand , as ma- 
_ ny oold Angels,cvery one ticdto aribband of whute filk,as there 
T 2 Were 
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were ſick to be touched , which were then to the number of 
eight and forty. But for as much as the Angels, which is a kind 
of gold ſo named,becaule it hath the figure of an Angel upon it, 
are ſo rare, that they can ſcarce be-gotten,cſpecially in theſe Pro- 
vinces;the King ſeth ordinarily, as he-did on this preſent occa- 
ſion, the ten shillings peeces,, which are near of the ſame yalue. 
The Chaplain ; -that makes the fermon before the King, and 
who#for this purpoſe takes ordinarily a text proper for the cere- 
mony, performs the office afterward ; and ftands on the left ſide 
of the chair, whilſt the Chyrurgion takes place, with the ſick, 
right over againſt the King, but atacertain diſtance : Notwith- 
ſtanding, in the occaſion whereof we ſpeak now, the Mini- 
ſters text had nothing common with the ceremony, and it was 
not the Paſtor who made the ſermon, thart aſſiſted there; but 
Do&or Brown, Chaplain to the Princeſs Royal, who did all 
the funQtions thereof, repreſentingthe King's Chaplain, as he 
did on all the like occaſions at Breda, whilſt his Majeſty reſided 
man '::.' ve SMS | | 
| Afﬀeerhis Majeſty had taken his place, having by his {ide the 
Secretary,or Clark of the Cloſet, and the Chyrurgjon betore him, 
the Chaplain , who held a New-Teſtament in his hand, chu- 
ſed there the text in the Goſpel of Saint Mark the 16 Chapter 
fromthe 19. Verſe, even to the end of the Chapter, and at the 
ſame time, . the Chyrurgion, taking one of the diſcaſed by the 
hand, after having both made three low revercnces, came with 
him to put themſelves on their knees before the King , cloſe to 
the chair , and whilſt the Chaplain pronounccd theſe words of 
the ſame Goſpel , They shall lay their hands on the Sick , and they shall 
be healed rhe King laied his hand on the two cheeks of the 
ſick, This being done, hethat was touched, retircd himlelf, 
and they brought another to the King, who touched him in 
the ſame manner; the Chaplain repeating the ſame words, as 
many times,as there were {ick for the -King to touch,and as they 
brought them one after another at his Majeſties feer, The 
Chyrurgion , who was alwaies on his knees, whilſt the King 
touched , aroſe not till the King had made an end of touching, 
| and 
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and then he made again three low reverences , and retired with 
the ſick to the place where they were before , and ſlood there 
till the Chaplain had made an cnd of reading the reſt of his text, 
which he continucdnot to read, till after the King had touched 
the laſt of the ſick: "This being done, the Chaplain began again 
another Goſpel,taken out of the firſt Chapter of Saint John,from 
the firlt verſe to' the 15; and whil'lt he readit , the C hyrurgion 
brought again the perſons rouched , to rhe King, in the ſame 
manner as he did bctore ; and his Majeſty raking from the Se- 
cretary of the cloſet, w -hil't che Chaplain pronounced theſe 
words of the Goſpel , That was the true ti2ht , which lobteth ever ry Man 
that cometh into the world one of theſe gold Angels hanging on a {ilk 
riband,and put it onthe neck of one of the diſeaſed which approa- 
ched one after another,in the ſame manner,asthey did when the 
Chyrurgion brought them to betouched;rhe Chaplain repeating 
alſo thoſe words, as many times as there were perſons touched. 
After this, they all retired-again to rheir firſt place, and then 
the Chaplain made an end of reading the Goſpel , to the verſe 
which we have denoted, He read after that, ſome other pa(< 
ſages of the Holy Seripture aad concluded the whole ſervice 
with the Lord's Prayer, and aprayer which they make unto 
God, that it would pleaſe himto bleis the ceremony, which the 
King had performed, 

The Liturgy being finisched, the Gentiernan Usher (it was 
then M' Sands, who performed that function ) brought a ba- 
fon, anewer, andatowel, and being accompanied with two 
Lords, or Farls , 2:z. the Lord Leonel Cranfield , Earl of Mid- 
dleſex, and the Lord Henry German , to whom the King gave 
ſince the quality of Farl of Saint Albans; he preſented the baſon 
and ewer to the youngelt of the two,who [tood on the lett hand 
of the Gentleman that carried the towel , takin the right hand 
of the elder of the two Lords. The lalt finding hinelf in the 
mid(t of them, - they marched , in this order, towards the King; 
and after making three low reverences, they put themſclyes 
all three on their knees before his Majeſty ; and whil'lt che Farl 


of Saint Albans poured forth the water orrthe King's hands, the 
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Earl of Middleſex tvok the towel from the Gentleman Usher , 

and preſented it to his Majeſty , who wiped his hands therewith. 

Afﬀeer this, the two Lords, and the Gentleman Usher , roſc up, 

made again three great reverencesto the King,and retired, And 

after that the King arole alſo , and went thence to the Princeſs 

Royal her chamber. 

Th«Eug: Itiscertain, that the King hath very often touched the ſick, 
WW. well at Breda, where he touched two hundred and ixty , 
bicreme- from Saturday the 17, of April , to Sunday the 23. of May, as 
at Bruges and Bruxels , during the reſidence he made there , 
and the English aſſure, that not only it was not without ſuc- 
ceſs, ſince it was the experience that drew thither every day, 
a great number of thoſe diſeaſed, even from the moſt remote 
Provinces of Germany , butalſo that there was no perſon hea- 
led ſo perfetly, who was not infeCted again with the ſame dil- 
caſe, if he were fo unfortunate to loſe, through negligence , 
or otherwiſe , the medal , which the King hangs on his neck, 
afterhe hath touched hun, without atty hope to be cured of it, 
if he be not touched again, and haye another Angel about his 
neck. We have been loathto haye touched on this particular, 
if many grave perſons, whom one cannot ſuſpect of ſuperſti« 
tion or deceit, ſpake not thereof, as of a molt conſtant thing, 
and of which there is no doubt. 

Coming from thence , the King and Princes, went to dine 
with the Princeſs Royal , where they paſled a part of the day, to 
divert themſelves in private. Towards the evening , he made 
a viſit to the Queen of Bohemia, and atthe beginning of the 
night, all the Royal Family were at Prince Maurice his houſe, 
where the Eſtates of Holland had prepared a moſt magnifick and 
ſtately feaſt for his Majeſty. 

Fupsf There is more then one dore that gives entrance into the di- 
"£4 ning chamber, which makes one of the faireſt peeces of the 
4 whole building ; and in entring through the middle dore, 
which 1s over againſt the great ſtairs, one of the faireſt and coft« 

lieſt of all Europe, becauſe it is double, moſt large , and all 

built of a moſt rare Indian wood , one diſcovers. it fully, fo 

that 
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that wee ſee, atone and the ſame time , the crols barr'd win- 
dows which front upon the Viver and Viverberg , the two 
chimnies of both ſides, and in the mid'ſt aboye, an overture, 
which makes aroundel, fashioned like the foot of a lamp, shut 
with glaſs, and environed with a oallery , or with a balliſter, 
which makes the tower of the lover , or open roof, From the 
center of this loyer , deſcended low a Royal Crown , very 
oallantly made, in the mid(t of four luſters, or chriſtal candle= 
ſticks; which with many other candleſticks , arms of (il- 
ver, and a great nutmber of torches , enlightned all corners 
much better , then the Sun could have done at midday. They 
gave, particularly, a marvellous luſtre to the two bottoms of the 
chimny, which is on the left ſide; where two partitions of 
painted wood shut up as many cupboards of chriſtal glaſſes, and 
a great ſtore of veſſels, and offilver plate, and yermilion gilt. 
The Hall was furnizhed with ordinary Tapiſtry , which is of 
crimſon damask , and had no other adornments, but that here 
and there, there were ſome fair Pitures, and that the ends of 
the chimnies , and the void place above the croſs bar windows, 
were adotned with garlands, wreaths and figures of trees, loa- 
den with oranges ; and mingled with'all forts of lowers, which 
formed not only a very regular compartment, but wonderfully 
refreshed alſo the chamber, and charmed no lefs the ſmel , by 
their perfume , then they pleaſed the ſight through the diverſity 
of their rich enamel. 

The Table was made iri double poterice, and laied ſo, that 
that part , where the Royal family fate ; was a thwart before the 
chimny of the right hand, thruſting from its middle a trunck, 
or skirt, which nolleſſed more then two thirds of the length 
of theHall, and itwas $hut tip with a baluftrade of three foot high, 
which reighed round about; yet {o, that there Was {pace enough, 
between the balliſter, and ſeats of thoſe which were of the feaſt, 
to hold the perſons, deſigned for their ſervice. This baluſtrade 
had divers wickets , whole entrance was recommended to the 
care of ſome Officers of the guards, which hindred ſtrangers to 
preſent themſelyes there, 
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The King took his place under a cloath of Eſtate of the ſame 


Buff, whereof the reſt of the furniture was made, between the 


Qucen of Fohemia, his Aunt, who was on his right hand, and 
the Princeſs Royal his ſiſter , who was on his left. - The King's 
two brothers, were at one of the two ends, on the Queen of 
Bohemias {ide , aid the Prince of Orange at the other end, on 
the {ide of the Princeſs, his Mother. The King fare fo, dar 
from his place he ſaw catily all the Depurics. of the Fltates of 
Holland, who poſſeſſed that part of the Table, which came 


- from the mid'ſt of the King's; and were ſeated according to the 


rank , which the Nobles and Towns hold in their Aſſemblies. 
They would fain that the Rhine-Grave, Commiſſary General 
of the Horſe , and Governour of Maſtricht, should have the 
honour to give the napkin to the King; but his Majeſty would 
be ſerved the whole meal by Officers of his own , as well as the 
other Royalperſons by theirs. M* de Buat, Captain of the troop

before all the Royal family; {tanding,tor this purpoſc,in the em- 
pty ſpace, which the Eſtates of Folland had left between their 
places, and the table of his Majeſty. M" of Boetzelacr, youn- 
ger ſon of the deceaſed Baron of Aſperen, M" of Tailleter, el- 
deſt ſon of M of Mauriack, Collonel of a Regiment of French 


foot, M" of Steeland, fon to M” of Steeland, Lieutenant Col- 


lonel to the foot Regiment of M- of Beyerweert, and Droflart 
of Buren; and M" Deſloges, ſon to the deceaſed Collonel of 
that name,did the ſame functions at the table of the Eſtates, ſtan- 
ding between the balliſter, and the table, and taking the dishes 
from the hands of the publick Mefiengers, - whoſe cuflons! is, tO 
follow the Deputies of the towns to the > Aſſemblies of the Eſtates, 
to ſerve up the meat to the Lords. *The King's table was ſerved 
with ſix great dishes, in oval form, and w ah two more laid a 


the 
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the ſervices five times, There was on the Eſtates table eight 
and twenty great dishes, and many plate trenchers, bur they 
changed them no more then four times; to the end, to make 
ſome difference between their table and his Majeſties. In the 
ordinary daies they ſerved but feyen tables , withthe King's, 
beſides the ſervants; but this day there were ſixteen, ſeven of 
which ſerved as ordinarily,in the other apartments of the King's 
houſe, and the reſt in the Caſtellany , which is as it were the 
Priſon of the Caſtle, where they had given expreſs orderto re- 
ceive and treat all the English which preſented themſelves. Ix 
is forbidden me to ſpeak of the expence ; butIthink 1 may al- 
ledge here the perſon of the King, and affirm, that he faid 
the nextday , to M* of Wimmenun, that he never better ſup- 
ped,then the day he arrived at the Hage;and that in all the feaſts 
which were made, as well in France as Spain, in Germany , 
and in the Low-countries, where hc had met [tately ones; and 
among others, that which the Arch-Duke Leopoldus made in 
the moneth of May, 1 656, when he went out ofthe Low-coun+« 
tries, to go into Germany , he ſaw nothing come neer that, 
 wherewith the Eſtates of Holland had entertained him the day 
before. It was two daies ſince the Lords the Eſtates cauſed the 
Troops of Horſe to come to the Hague , whereof we have ſpo- 
ken elſewhere, andthis evening they cauſed a part of them to 
be lodged in little ſquadrons, upon the avenues of che King's 
houſe, and the reſt to be pur into battalia, in the Plain, which 
is a place by the houſe, worthy to be called , for the beauty of 
the buildings which environit, the Royal Place of the Hague, 
The Regiment of the Guards had their Poſt, from one of the cor- 
ners of the houſe, to the Viverberg, andall a long that fair walk 
even to the otherend towards the Place , behind the battery of 
the Cannon. As ſoon as they begun to drink the King's health, 
they gave the ſignal, witha torch, at one of the windows of 
the houſe , which looks upon the Viver, to make them fire the 
Cannon , to which anſwered the Musketeers of the Guards;and 
next, the Carbines of the Cavallery , and the artillery from 


the Rampart, Four times this mulick ſerved for intermedium 
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ro that , which paſſed i in the Palace during ſupper : whilſt it 
laſted, thei was made to come forth from a boat , which was 
in the mid'{t of the Yiver, or of that Pond, which waheth the 


foot of the wall of the King's houſe , as well as of the whole

They would have been glad if they could have diſpenſed them- 
ſclyes of receiving ſoextraordinary an honour; but they choſe 
rather , toleave themſclves to be loaden with civility at home, 
then to commitanincivility , in oppoſing the will of the King.

There- 
fore the Duke being arrived at the Admiral's Ship, where he 
was reccived by the Lord Montague, with extraordinary honour 
and ſubmiſſions; he cauſed the Captain of the other ships to 
come aboard there, and took their Oath , which the Captains 
cauſed to be adminiſtred ſince to the inferiour Offcers,and to all 
the reſt of the ſeamen.in the other ships.

more then twenty are of 48 pound bullet; it is, notwithſtan- 
ding , one of the beſt ſailers of the whole Ocean. - She had a- 
board her above {ix hundred men, as well Souldicrs, as Sailors, 
and the Chambers and Galleries of the Caſtle , where the King 
was to lodge, and where the Lord Montague lodgeth ordina- 
rily, were all wanſcotted, and gilded, and furnished with 
fair beds of the fineſt cloth of England , fringed with gold and 
ſilver, and with foot Turcky tapiſtry, for the Royal perſons, 
But that which was mioſt remarkable , was that in the Admirals 
Kitchin there were (ix Clarks, that laboured but for the mouth. 
and that his table was better ſerved on the ſea , then thoſe 
of many Princes are ih their Dominions. The plate, which was 
all of ſilver , was of ſo prodigious a greatneſs, rhatrhey were 
{cen to be loaden with peeces of roſt beet ( whereof the Eng- 
lish have reaſon to make one of their delicates ) which weighed 
neer a hundred pounds, and the other dishes of plate, which 
accompanied that, were without compariſon, maſſker then the 
greateſt washing baſons thatare ordinarily uſed, and fo loaden 
with meat,that it ſeemed the whole Fleet was to be fed with the 
remains of that table, though they were intended but for the 
attendants of my Lord the Duke, He dined there , at the 
ordinary of the Vice-4 diuiral , which might paſs for a orcat 
feaſt , and in going thence , he was ſalured with the artillery cf 
the whole Fleet, which did him the ſame honour,when he came 
aboard.

were there, by the command of their Chiefs, to ſerve his Ma- 
jeſty, and to conduct him unto the Hall of the Councel, They 
prayed the Eſtates of Holland , to cauſe their Regiment to make 
a double guard,upon the avenues,from Prince Maurice his houle; 
to the Palace, and Prince William Frederick of Naſſau , Go- 
yernour of Freeſland , was required, from them ,by M' of Yel- 
ſen, 
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ſen, and of Schulenbourg , Deputies of the two laſt Provinces of 
the Generality , to go to Prince Maurice his houſe, and to march 
before the King barc-headed, to condudt him, from his lodging, 
to the place where the Eſtates would receive him,in a body; and 
from thence, even to the ſcat which was prepared for him. 

They cauſed a great train of coaches tocome for the King's 
convenience ; but his Majeſty had no fooner anſwered the 
complement of the Deputies, bur being upon the ſtone ſtairs 
of the Court, he cauſed the Lords of his train to adyance , and 
expreſſed a willingneſs to walk a foot that little way , which is 
between Prince Maurice his houſe, and the Palace. Prince 
William of Naſſau , pur himſelf immediately before the King, 
who not diſpoſed to cover himſelf on the way, the Deputies 
of the Eſtates that followed him, pur themſelyes in the ſame 
condition , and in this order between two files of Souldiers, they 
arrived at the foot of the ſtairs of the great Hall, where the E- 
ſtates General came, in a body, to meet him, made him a low 
reverence, opened themſelves to make him to paſs in the mid'ſt 
of them, and followed him thus, two and two , a long the Hall, 
and then through the Gallery, where they {ell Pictures ; bur 
whoſe shops were shut up, that day, and through the with- 
drawing chamber, unto that of their ordinary aſſembly ; his 
Majeſty, and the Eſtates,being ſtill uncovered. 

This Hall is more long rhen large, and there is ſeen in the 
mid'ſt a Table, which reacheth eyen from one end to the other 
of the length of the Hall, capable to hold about thirty perſons. 
The Prefidentofthe Aſſembly , which changeth every week, 
according to the number and rank of the LInited Provinces,hath 
his place in the mid'{t of the Table; but he quitted it then, to 
that which is over againſt, where the Embaſſadours and Mini- 
ſters of forraign Princes are ſcated, when publick audience is 
given them; and inthe ordinary place of the Preſident, they 
had made foot-bank ofſeyen or eight foot broad,covered with 
a foot clokb of Tapiltry ; which reached along the paſſage, even 
to the dore of the with-drawing chamber. On the foot-bank 


was placed achair of green yelyet, and over head, a —_— 
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of Eſtate,or Canopy , of the ſame coloured yelvet, which was 
hung between rhe Portraits of the four laſt Princes of Orange, 
of the houle of Naſſau, which were {eparatcd fo , that thoſe of 
the Princes, William and Maurice, were on the right fide ; and 
thoſe of Frederick Henry , and of William the ſecond , his ſon, 
on the left ſide of the Canopy. 

The King being come to his place, which repreſented a kind 
of Throne, Prince William Frederick of Naſſau, and ſoine Eng- 
lish Lords put themſelves behind the ſeat ; and his Majeſty , 
who ſtood, till all thoſe which compoſe that illuſtrious Senate , 
which is called the Eſtates General,and whoſe number was very 
great, that day , becauſe of the extraordinary Deputies, which 
were come upon this occaſion, were centred, would notlit, 
nor be covered, till all the Deputies were diſpoſed in their 
places; and then he fate and covered himſelf, buthe remained 
not in that poſture: for as ſoon as he ſaw all the ſeats full, and 
all che Deputies covered, he aroſe, and uncovering himſelf 

_ again, he thanked the Eſtates General, in very obliging terms, 
for all the civilities he had received from them , ſince he arri- 
vedin the country , aſſured them of the conſtancy of his ami- 
ty and affeftion, for the good of that Common-Wealth ; and 
recommended unto them the perſons, and intereſts of the Prin- 
cels Royal , his Siſter, and of the Prince of Orange , his Ne- 
phew, in the manner as we $hall have occaſion to ſay. here- 
after, M" Veth, who Preſided then for the Province of Zea- 
land, as we have faid, and was over againſt the King , anſwe- 
redin the name of the aſſembly , in terms, which made known 
the reſpect wherewith they reſented the honour they had re- 
ceived, | 
This being done, his Majeſty retired the ſame way, and in the 
ſame manner as he entred,Prince William marching in the head, 
and the Eſtates, who went two and two after him ,. conducting 
him, in body,cyen into the Court, to the foot of the ſtairs of the 
great Hall, where they had received him. 
7b:Kinz It was there that the Eſtates of Holland came to meet his Ma- 
i > jeſty iffbody. They had before them Prince Maurice of Nal- 
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ſau, Lieutenant General of the Horſe , ahd Governour of We- 
ſel, marching alone, and bare-heided, and performing, by them; 
the ſame function, which Prince William had done with the 
Eſtates General. The oder which was giych for the conve- 
niency of the paſſage , was ſo well obſeryed , that there was no 
encumbrance in the Court; ſo that the Lords of the King's re- 
tinue, and the Gentlemen and Officers of the Country , wal- 
ked.at caſe, between two files of Souldiers,drawn ſo into a guard, 
Thoſe of the King's Court, and the Officers, went before the 
King's perſon, and the Eſtates of Holland followed him ,gOING 
twoandtwo: firſt the body of the Nobility , and riext the De- 
puties of the Towns , direaly from the oreat ſtairs, to the 
dore of the Eſtates of Holland their apartment. In entring , they 
turned preſently on the left hand,through a little Gillery, which 
leads into the chamber, where the Deputy Councellours aſſem- 
ble , which compole the Couicel of Eſtate of Holland, the 
beauty of whole {imetry, the King admired ; conſidered par- 
ticularly in paſling by the ſeat of thoſe Lords , whointhe ab- 
ſence of the Eſtates, areas Soveraigns in this part of the Pro- 
vince, whichis called Sotith-Holland , which is in a bar shut 
up with a long baluſtrade, and covered with a heayen, ſuſtained 
by four columns,the ground all white,cmbellished with flowers 
and leaves of gold in cmbroidred work. Coming forth thence, 
they paſſed through the withdrawing chambers, whoſe plan= 
ching is painted, but in another manner then the firſt;and which 
arc alſo very richly hung with Arras. A frer that the Kihg went 
up the great ſtairs to the Hall, where the Eſtates of Holland uſeto 
aſſemble , when they are conyocated in body. It is a building 
made ſo few years ſince, that the proud work could not yet be 
finished, whole roof is ſeeled , nor the rich Tapiſtries, where- 
with it is to be furnished, but notwithſtanding, itis very fair and 
moſt magnitick , as itis, being highly raiſed; irs planched roof 
iakes an arch, atid the Hall opened with many great windows, 
which butt upon the Viver , between two fair chimnies, "The 
place is ſo yaſt, that to the end, the voice of thoſe that ſpeak 
there , may not be lolt inthe air, they were conſtrained tomake 
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a kind of cutting off with great curtains, which reach from the 
roof to the floor, atthe place, where a baluſtrade is to be made, 
which hall shut up thar part of the Hall, ro which one may law- 
fully give the name of Areopage ,. or rather of Sanctuary , be- 
cauſe it contains the ſeats of thoſe who deliberate upon the moſt 
important affairs of the Province, and conſequently , of all the 
Eſtate, whereof it makes one of the principal parts, 
The ſeats are diſpoſed ſo, that in entring one ſees, from the 
dore, the back of a bench of three ſtories, made like a Coun- 
cel board with leaning pillows, which are reveſted with green 
cloath, as well as the feats. This bench is accompanied with 
two others, which are as two wings. ' hat which is on the right 
hand, is compoſed of alow ſeat;and that on the left,is of two ſto- 
ries; and theſe two benches are a little ſeparate from the firſt, 
which, by this means, is in the mid'it , through a little interyale, 
which may ſerve for paſſage, The great bench is over againſt 
one of the two chimnies, before which, it forms it ſelf, by that 


means, agreat empty ſpace, which is filled between the two 


wings with a long table , encompaſled with back chairs, forthe 
Deputics of the Nobility of the Province, (which are now but 
nine) and for the Penſionary Councellour, who, though Mi- 


niſter of the Eſtate ,_ ceaſeth notto have place there, becauſe, 


that having the charge to propole affairs to go to the ſuffrages, 
and to conclude, he can, from the place where he is, ſpeak 
conveniently to all the Deputies of the Nobility , who deliver 
their opinion firſt , and are to be agreed among themlelyes, be- 
fore they can form the yoice only, which they have in the E- 
ſtates of the Province. The Deputies of Dort, of Haerlam , 
of Delf,and of Leyden,poſleſs the bench on the right hand. The 
firſt ſtory of the great bench, which is over againſt the chimny, 
is wholly for the Deputics of Amſterdam , which are in great 
number, becauſe they will have them artall the extraordinary 
deputations , which are made for the affairs, whoſe diſcuſſion 
would conſume too much time, if it were made in full aſſembly, 
The ſecond tory,is for the Deputies of Tergow and Rotterdam; 
and the third , for thoſe of Gercum Schedam , Schoonhoven , 
and 
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and the Bril; and the bench of the left wing is for the Deputies 
of the towns of North Holland, which are called in the publick 
ads, VYeſt-Freeſland, andare Alcmaer, Horn, Enchuiſen, Edam, 
Munickendam , Medemblick, and Purmerent. 

It was neceſſary to,make this little deſcription of the Hall.to 
theend, to repreſent better all the circumſtances of that remar- 
kable viſit, in the ſubject whereof, Imult fay again, that they 
had taken away the ordinary table of the Nobility ; inſtead of 
which they had placed thar of the Depury Councellours, which 
is notſo long as the other; not juſt in the place of the firſt, bur 
a croſs before the chimny ; which1s at the end of the Hall be- 
tween the chimny and table , was made a foot-bank raiſcd with 
three {teps, taking up the whole length of the table towards 
the chimny, from whence it was a reaſonable diſtance of; -and 
they had drawn the Secretaries table towards the windows; to 
the end, to free the paſſage. The foot-bank was covered with 
a fair Tapiltry, and charged with a velyet chair under a cloth'of 
Eſtate of the ſame ſtuff, which reached to the chimny. 

In entring into the Hall , they conducted the King along the 
back of the bench on the right wing, to his place, w here his 
Majeſty ſtood,untill all the Deputies of the Nobility and Towns 
were placed in their ordinary feats. Prince William ; Goyer- 
nour of Freeſland, held his left hand upon the back of the King's 
chair; and Prince Maurice , who joined himſelf to the Eſtates 
of Holland , after he had performed his functions with the E- 
ſtates General, and put himſelf on the left hand of the King, had 
his right hand there, and between them and the chimny were 
four Lords of the King's attendance. As ſoon as the Depuries 
of the Nobility had taken theirs, at the two other enas of the 
table, and before; yetſo, that forming a kind of halt moon, 
which opened in the midſt, they took not away the fight of 
the benches from the King , his Majeſty who had ſtood Rill, 
and uncovered, fate down, and coyered himſelf, but the King 
remained no longer ſo, then till the reſt of che atlembly were 
fate and covered: and then ariſing and uncovering himſelf, he 


ipake, if notin the {ume terms, at leaſt upon the {ame ſubject, 
where 
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wherewith he had entertained the Fitates General, inthe yiſit 
he had made them, It was butan obliging acknowledgment of 
the civilities, which his Majeſty faid he had received from the 
Eſtates of Holland', but moſt ſincere proteſtations of a perpetual 
and inviolable friendship with this Province, and recommenda- 
tions of the perſon and intereſts of the Princeſs Royal, and of 
the Prince of Orange her ſon. 

The Penſionary Councellour , who was placed ſo, that he 
was almoſt over againſt the King , anſwered thereto in the name 
of the Fſtates of Holland, w ith his uſual eloquence, in than- 
king his Majeſty for the honour hedid the aſſembly , and in 
witnefling unto him the acknow ledgment which the Province 
Should eternally have of the fair mark of his affection, and Roy- 
al'vood will; which appcared fo evidently in tha illuſtrious , 
and ſplendid viſit. He ſaid, that the Lords the Eſtates of Hol- 
land confidered, as an effect of his Majeſties goodneſs , the 
fatisfiction which he ſaid to have from rhe little ſeryice which 
the time and eſtate of the country permitted them to do, for to 
expreſs the univerſal joy , which his Majeſty might obſcrye 
in the countcnances of all the inhabitants , rather then in the 
reception , or entertainment which the Fitate had made him. 
Thar they received , with reſpect , the allurances which his 
Majeſty gave them of hisamity, andthat he might fully aſſure 
himſelf, thar his ſole conſidcration would oblige them to em- 
brace fervently the intereſts of the Princeſs Royal, - and of the 
Prince of Orange her ſon , though they should not be obliged 
thereunto by other as , as they are to aknowledge the affe- 
Ction and inclination which her Royal Highneſs hath alwaies 
had for the good of the Eſtate, and for that of the Province of 
Holland in particular, And as for the Prince of Orange , that 
the merit of his Anceſtours, was ſtill ſo preſent to their memory, 
that there was no doubt, bur the deſires of his Majeſty should be 
fulfilled of that ſide. 

After that, the King retired, in the ſame manner and order, 
as he came, the Eſtates of Holland following him in body with 


deſign to conduct him eyen to his houſe, Bur the King o being 
deſ- 
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deſcended into the Court, by the ſame way he went , took that 
towards the Princeſs Royal her apartment, which is in the ſame 
Palace ; and the Eſtates, having conducted him even to the firſt 
ſtory , took leave of him , and returned through the gallery, to 
the Hall of their Aſſembly. 

Every one was extreamly ſurpriſed with fo obliging, and fo 
gallant a manner of proceeding ; but this joy was in ſome kind 
mod?rated , becaule the place being ſo yalt, that notwithſtan- 
ding the cutting off, the moſt part of the Deputies loſt either 
the ſenſe, or words of the King's diſcourſe. The Penſionary 
Councellour , who anſwered thereto , {aid unto thoſe that ask'd 
it him in writing ; that he had perfectly well comprehended the 
intention of the King; but that he would notundertake to relate, 
word by word, what his Majeſty ſaid concerning the Princeſs 
Royal, andthe Prince of Orange, which was that they moſt 
deſired to know. The King being advertiſed of the diſpleaſure 
of the Eſtates of Holland, had the goodneſs to call for pen, ink , 
and paper, in the Princeſs Royal her Chamber, and to ſend to 
the Penſionary Councecllour this following note , written and 
fenedwith his hand. 

Sirs, whereas I leave bere in your hands, the Princeſs, my Siſter , and the 
Prince of Orange , my Nephew , to perſons whuh are extreamly dear unto me , 
I pray you, Sirs , to take therr mterſts to beart , and to make them to reſent the 
effetts of your favour , mn the occaſions wbich the Princeſs, my Siſter , Shall re- 
queſt you , either for ber ſelf , or for the Prince , ber ſon ; aſſuring you that 
all the effett of your good will towards them , sball be acknowledged of me, as if I 
had received them in my own perſon; and was ſigned, 
CrarLs R. 

The Penſionary Councellour anſwered thereunto, by a for- 
mal diſcourſe , and moſt elegant, the ſubſtance whereof we hall 
only declare , and ſo it imported no other thing, but that this 
note , whereof a copy was ſent to the Eſtates General , was inſer- 
ted in the Regiſters of the reſolutions of the Generality , and of 
the Province of Holland, 

M' de Thou, Count of Meſlay, Embaſladour of France, 
rook this day his audience of leaye , with the ſame ceremonies 
Aa 2 he 
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he took the firſt, M" Otte Krag , ahd M" Gotrſche of Bugwald 
Extraordinary Embaſladours from the King of Denmark took 
theirsalſo, and added to the complement they made his Ma= 
jeſty, upon his happy voiage, a molt humble prayer, that being 
upon his return into England , it would pleaſe himto remem- 
ber his good Colen and Ally , the King of Denmark, their Ma- 
ſter, andthe eſtate of his affairs; as the King their Maſter , of 
his fide, would acknowledge, as Inog as he lived, the good 
Offices which his Majeſty should render him on fo preſling 
an occaſion. The King, after he had rhanked the Embaſla- 
dours for their complement,upon the ſubject of his youage, ſaid; 
that he could not be ignorant that it was partly for his ſake, that 
the King of Derimark ſuffered; and that he should be no ſooner 
returned into his Kingdom , then he would imploy all poſſible 
means to declare the part he took in the intereſts of that Prince, 
his ncer Coſen, chiefly in a cauſe, the juſtneſs whereof was ſo 
evident, and wherein he was intereſted in his particular, And 
that he hoped, that the peace not being ſo far advanced, as they 


were made to belicye, he should have leiſure to give him proofs 
| of his good will. After that, the Embaſſadours retired, to 00 


viſitthe Earl of Oxford , chief of the Deputics of the Higher 
Houſe of Parliament, The Embaſſadours had cauſed the King 
to be ſounded, if he were pleaſed that they should ſee the Com- 
miſſioners of the two Houſes, whereas his Majeſty expreſied to 
them, that they should do him a pleaſure therein, they had 
often cauſed audience to be asked both of one, and t'other, but 
their continual imploiments upon the King's perſon , joined 
to the difficulty that was to aſſemble perſons thatdiverted them- 
ſelyes in a place, where occaſions were not wanting to them, 
and in a' time when all the world rejoiced , oppoſed alwaics 
their ſatisfaction;untill that the Earl of Oxford,who indeavoured 
what he could to make the Commilſſipners of the Higher Houle 
to aſſemble, but to no purpoſe. They prayed at laſt, the 31 
day of May , audience of the Lower Houfe , with the Lord 
Fairfax , who had aſſembled ſome of them in the houſe of the 
Baron of Aſperen, where hc was lodged, —— the next day, which 
was 
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was Tucſday , the Farl of Oxford did as much, in recciving 
chem at home with him, in the houſe of M' Buyſero, Griftccr, 
or Secretary of the Councel of the Prince of Orange. Coming 
from the audience of the King , both one and tother treated the 
Embaſiadours with much honour and reſpect; bur they talked 
of the affairs of the North,as of a thing, whercot the King should 
have, for the future , the diſpoſition, {ince that in cntring into 
the Kingdom , he chould have ſolely the whole condudt of the 
affairs of the Eſtate, 

We have ſaid elſewhcre, that the Embaſſadour of Spain ſaw 
hot the King, but as his particular ſervant ; and that he of Por- 
cugal , ſaw him not when his Majeſty arrived : Hence was it 
that there were no other forraign Miniſters, that would trouble 
him with their complements upon his voiage , after having of- 
ficiated with him upon his coming to the Crown, There was 
but Prince Maurice of Naflau, who having had the honour to 
lodge the King in his houſe , which is, without doubt, the only 
one in the Hage, capable to reccive fo great a Monarch, as 
well becaule of its ſeat, being ſcituatedin che faireſt place of the 
Town, andchiefavenue of the Palace, to which the Viver 
ſerves for Motc , as becauſe of the decoration of its apartments; 
in one of which, he cauſed to be repreſented the Princes of his 
Houſe, one ofthe moſt ancient and molt illuſlrious of all Ger- 
many, which would chuſe there an Emperour, in a time, when 
there was none to be found in the other familics, There was bur 
that Prince, Iſay, who willing to acknowledge the honour he 
had received at home; and , at the ſame time, to officiate with 
his Majeſty for his EleCtoral Highnels of Brandenburg, made 
him alſo a complement upon his yoiage. His Majelty received 
him perfectly well, did him civility in his particular , ſpeaking 
very advantagiouſly of the merit of his perſon, and thanking 
him forthe afte&tion which he would expreſs unto him:but itwas 
with an cxtraordinary reſentment, that the King ſpake of that 
which the Duke of Brandenbourg had had for the cſtate of his 
affairs, when all the world believedthem deſperate; arid ſaid , 


that he would conſerve eternally the remembrance of rhe 000d 
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Officers which his ſplendid Highneſs had rendred him in the 
Empirc, and of the great obligations which he would gain upon 
him in a time , when there was no Prince, almoſt, that dared 
to declare for his intereſts, 

M' Coyct, who had ſaluted their Royall Higneſſes ſome 
daies before,and had had a particular conference with the Chan- 
cellour , contented himſelf to {ignifie to his Majelty , by Sir 
Edward Nicholas, that he would not trouble him, among fo 
many other complements, which he should have to receiye, 
becauſe the King , his Maſter, would not fail to ſend an Extra- 
ordinary Embaſladour to felicitate his Majeſty , ſolemnly, in 
his Kingdom, as ſoon as the diſtance of the places would per- 
mit the adyertiſement of his re-eſtablishment to be carried into 
Sweden. \ 

But the Eſtates General , who had received an honour, whoſe 
memory $hall be cternally pretious to poſterity , chought them 


#:::=z ſelves bound to acknowledge it, in going, in body, to thank 
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>» of your departure. 


his Majeſty for the grace he had done them:and to complement 
him upon his voiage. They were there, as we now ſay, in 
body, and in the ſame order as at their firſt audience, and the 
Baron of Gent, who uttered the ſpeech eight daies before , was 
the Orator alſo this time,and ſpake thus. 
SIR, 

The Eſtates General of the United Provinces, having been 
adyertiſed from your Majeſty , that you purpole to embark to 
morrow , to cotmpleat your voiage for England, return here 
again, to receive the honour of your commands onthe point 
It your Majeſty finds not on their faces the 


>» fame cheerfulneſs, which you might obſerve there , when they 
>» had the honour to come to ſalute you at your arrival, it is be- 
» Cauſe of the ſorrow they have to {ce themſelves ready to be de-

ſo potent a Monarch, we beſcech you molt humbly , to believe,,, 
that this defect proceedeth rather from the indigence of our ,, 
country , then from the will of the inhabitants; in whoſe ac- ,, 
clamations and joy,we are pet{wadcd that your Majeſty; may ob- ,, 
{crve vilibly the zealous devotions, and ardent prayers, they ,, 
put forth unto Heaven for the proſperity of your affairs, and for ,, 
the glory of your Majeſties perſon. Andlince the Eſtates Ge- ,, 
neralare,throughan indiſpenſable neceſlity,tobedeprivedof the ,, 
Precious preſence of yourMajeſty,chey will accompany,atleaſt, ,, 
your perſon with their prayers, which they will make incef-,, 
fantly , that the ſea and winds may favour your paſlage, and, 
make you happily to arrive at the haven of your Kingdom, that ,, 
calm and quietneſs may be open unto you, after that ſtorm and ;

_. deep reſpect for the ſacred character of your unction , and for 
che incſtimable merit of your Royal per ſon, 

The King did bur confirm, by his anſwer , the aſſurances he 
had al Iready x given of the amity he had promiſed to conſerve for

ill ver receive that honour from a Princeſs, whom he eſteemed 
" no leſs for her merit, then for her birth , and quality , but the 
Princes inſiſted therein ſo ſtrongly , that it was impoſlible, for 
the King, to overcome her civility , though at every ſtep, and 
at eyery apartment, he indeayoured to hinder her, But,indeed, 
She reconducted him , with the Princeſſes her daughters, to the 
il ſame place where she received him; and retired not, tiltshe 
ll ſaw the coach go away , as she did at the firſt viſit. After this 
| the King went to ſee the Princels Royal, who preſented him 
many 
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tmany perſons of condition, either to recommend them; or to 
take leaye. Heſtaicd there untill ſupper time, whilſt the wa- 
pons , which the Eſtates had hired had brought the baggage to 
Scheveling,where they embarkedit, as ſoon as it came. 
Atevening, M'of Wimmenum laying hold of the occaſion 
which the King gave him, in ſpeaking of the teſtimonies of af- 
feion which the Eſtates of Holland had rendred him ,-faid to 
his Majeſty, that the intention ofthe Lords the Eſtates of Hol- 
land, ' was to do ſomething more, if there were any rarities in 


withſtanding, that they would give themſelves the liberty to

they expreſſed unto him for the future, Thoſe Preſents which 
they had deſigned for him, were not yer ready, as wel becautc 
the ſtately bed of the Princeſs Royal, which was to make a partof 
them, was not yet perfeCtced;as becauſe they knew nor yet what 
his Majeſty would like moſt: Therefore was it that M" of Wim 
menum would inſiſt no more thercin; but went from.thence to 
the Houſe of the Duke of York, to whom he ſaid, that the Lords 
the Eftates of Holland, willing to give ſome mark of their atfe- 
ion to his Royal Highneſs, had ſought every where for ſomc- 
thing that might be worthy of him, and that haying tound no- 
thing becauſe of the ſmall re{idence which his Majeſty, and the 
Princes his brothers , had made in the country, and yet not ablc 
to reſolve themſelves to let his Royal Highneſs depart , without 
giving him ateſtimony of their reſpect and good will,they pray- 
cd him to accept a bill of Exchequer of ſeventy five thouſand 
Gilders, which make ſeven thouſand pounds, which he might® 
cauſe his Treaſurer to reccive,cither at preſent in this Town , of 


M'” Berckel, Receiver General of the Provincc;or at London, or 
C e elſe- 
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elſewhere, forno body will refuſeto giveitimmediately. The 
Duke reccived the bill with many teſtimonies of acknowledg- 


ment;and ſignified that it was without repugnance that he char- 


ed himſelf with this obligation towards the Lords the Fſtates, 
The Duke of Gloceſter , ro whom M” Wimmenum preſented 
alſo a bill of a like ſum, received it alſo very kindly,and thanked 
the Lords in moſt obliging terms. The Lords the Eſtates of Hol- 
land had alfo deſigned a Preſent, to the value of four thoufand 
Gilders, formy Lord Craft,one of the four Gentlemen of the Bed- 
chamber, that brought them into the audicnce of the King; but 
they deferred to give it him, for the {ame reaſon,that made them 
defer the King's, becauſe a chain of gold of that price could not 


| be made in ſo few dates.

At this time the daies were attheir full length , and yet it may 
be faid, that not only the Hague ſaw Wedneſday, the 2 of June, 
ſome thing more carly then the Sun ; but alſo , that there was, 


in a mariner, no night between Tucſday and Wedneſday; parti- 


cularly for thoſe, who finding no hole toput their heads, becauſe 


the houſes not being able to lodgethe crowd of people, which 


ran there from all the neighbour Towns, the moſt part were 
conſtrained to walk the ſtreets. There was no night for more 
then fifty thouſand perſons, who from the precedent evening 
were gohe to take up place on the Downs , or ſand-hils, which 
border on the ſea along the coaſt of H lad from whence they 
might diſcover the Fleer, and from whence they intended to 
ſee the King toembark. The Boute-ſclle awaked the Cavalle- 
ry before day ; ; and at two aclock inthe morning, inſtead of 
the Moon , Drum did beat the aſſemble, as well for the Citizens 
as for the ſouldiers, In the King's houſe it ſelf , every one was 
imploied, the whole night, in cauſing the reſt of the baggage to 
be loadeh, and ſent away ; and there was ſeen nothing but Wa- 
gons, and Coaches fullof English, who went to embark them+ 
ſelves before the barks appointed for his Majeſties ſervice, wete 
poſſeſſed by his domeſtick people and ſervants, who were to 
attend upon his perſon. The Citizens came together at their 
ordinary rendezyous of the Viverberg, and the Regiment of the 


Guards in the'outer-Court, commonly called Baitenbyf.; and bot 
one 
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one and t'other marched from thence to Scheveling,where they 
ſtood in Batalia , on the ſea shore, from both {ides of the Battery 
of the Cannon,which was brought there from the Hague. 

The King was ſoon ready, and received the ſubmillions and 
complements of many particular perſons, that would do him 
reverence, inexpecting the Eſtates of Holland , who had cau- 
{cd audienceto be asked , to take leave in body. They came 
about eight a clock in the morning to the Hall , where they 
had received the King's viſit, the day before ; and went from 
thence to Prince Maurice his houſe, in the fame manner and 
order, as they obſerved, when they made him their firſt com- 
plement. All the perſons of quality that were about his Maje- 
ſty, came to meet them , and conducted them to the chamber 
where the King had given the moſt part of his publick audien- 
ces. The Penſionary Councellour, who his the organ, by 
which this great body uſeth to expreſs it ſelfand who had place, 
becaule of that, mediums afterthe Nobles, and before the 
Deputies of the towns , ſpake neer in theſe terms. 

If one may judge of the diſpleaſure which we_have to ſee 71-594 
your Majcfty depart from ourProvince, by the ſatisfaction we j;;. © 
have had to poſſeſs you , we $hall have no great trouble to ,, 
make it known unto you. Your Majeſty might have obſerved, ,, 
in the countenance of all our people , the joy they had in their ,, 
hearts to ſee amongſt them a Prince cherished of God, a Prince ,, 
wholly miraculous, and a Prince that probably is to make a part ,, 
of their quictneſs and felicity. Your Majeſty shall ſee preſent- ,, 
ly all the ſtreets filled , all the waies covered, and all the hils loa- ,, 
den with people, which will follow you even totheplace of your ,, 
embarkment, and would not leaye you,it they had wherewithto ,, 
paſs thetn into your Kingdom. Our joy is common unto us with ,, 
that of our SubjeAs;bur as we know, better then they, the incſti- ,, 
mable valuc of the treaſure which we poſlefs,ſoare we more ſen-, 
ſible of this ſad ſeparation, It would be inſupportable to us, S1K,1t ,, 
we re-entred not into our ſclyes, and conſidered not, that it 1s the 2s 
thingofthe world we moſt defired,and the greateſt advantageallo ,, 
that we could wishto your Majeſty.

The King thanked the Lords the Eſtates of Holland for the 
civilities they had done him, during the reſidence he had made 
in their Province, as alſo forthe affection they had expreſſed un- 
to him by the prayers they made for the ſucceſs of his voiage , 
and proſperity of his reign. He promiſed them alſo, that he 
would not only continue to live with that Republick, in a per- 
fect good correſpondence; but would alſo take a great pleaſure 


- to makea good and mot {treight alliance with ir. 


After this, the King, who ſtafed but till this complement was 
ended, went forth of his chamber;art the ſame time the Eſtates of 
Holland retired. He took his way to the Princeſs Royal her aparr- 
ment, whom he would viſit at home , before he took horſe ; and 


ſeeing 
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ſeeing that, the Lords the Eſtates conducted hjm , he would not 
be covered from his houſe to the chamber of thePrincc Royal, 
where being come,the Fſtares retired,to take coach , when they 
ſaw the King to go a horſe back. The converſation which his 
Majeſty had with the Princeſs, was but a moment; for immedi- 
ately after,he went thence,and came down into the Court of the 
Palace, where he mounted a horſe back, with the Princes, his 
brothers, and took his way for Scheyeling with the report of 
the great artillery, which thundred from the Rampire, marching 
in the mid'(t of thofe two Princes, and having before him the 
Prince of Orange, accompanied with Prince William of Naſlau, 
Governour of Freefland, with M® of Waſlenaer,Lieutcnant Ad- 
miral ofthe Province, and with many other perſons of condi- 
tion. The Queen of Bohemia, the Princeſs Royal, the Princeſs 
Dowager, and the Princeſles, her daughters, took coach, as well 
as the Eſtates of Holland, who would accompany him , in body, 
even to the place of his embarkment, The Embaſladours, and 
other Miniſters of forraign Princes,who ſent nor there their coa- 
ches for the ſame reaſon that had diſpenſed them thereof at the 
entrance,andalmoſt all perſons of condition,took the avantguard,

and diſpoſed themſclyes along the coaſt, where the Citizens, the 


Horſe,and the Regiment of the Guards,ſtood in Batralia, A great 
part of the inhabitants, of the neighbour Towns, were there al- 
ready,and thoſe thatcamenot forth of the Hage,carly in the mor- 
ning, or the nightbefore, followed the Royal Perlons,inſo great 
a multitude;that that place, which is very populous,and could not 
lodge the people that were come there from all places of the Pro- 
vince , was abandoned , andconyertedinto adefart, in very few 
hours, As ſoon as they ſaw the King to appear on the hill, which 
coyercth the village of Scheveling, on the ſea (ide, the Cannon, 
which was tranſported,twodaics before, fromthe Viverberg,upon 
the ſtrand, faluted him with ts whole battry, which ceaſed not to 
shoot continually,uncill being drawn off from thoſe coalts,could 
ſcenolongerthe honour they indeavoured to render him, The 
Citizens and the Guards anſwered thereunto with their vollies of 
Musket shot, and the Cavallery with their Carbines, and invited 


thereby the Fleet to make all their artillery to thunder,which at-

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ving lightened the air, filled it with fo thick a ſmoak, that thoſe 


oreat floating Caſtles, diſappeared in a moment to the eys of 


thoſe that were on the land. 

The King being alighted,received the laſt complement of the 
Lords the Eſtates of Holland, (who had conducted him,in body, 
to the very brink of the ſea,andleft himDepurtiesto conduct him 
to his ship) by the mouth of the Penſionary Councellour, His 
Majeſty nexttook leave ofthe Duke of Brunlwick-Lunenbourg, 
of the Princeſs Dowager of Orange,of the Princeſs of Naflau,and 
of the young Lady of Orange , her daughter, and of all the other 


perſons of quality,which could not follow him,or might trouble 
' him in waiting on him to theFlect: There werenone but his nea-

reſt relations, the Queen of Bohemia, the Princeſs Royaland the 
Prince of Orange, that conducted him aboard the Admiral ship, 
which was to paſs him into England, The Eſtates of Holland had 
cauſed one of the greateſt barks of the place to be fitted for the 
Royal-perſons, The body of the veſſel was garnished with Tapi- 
ſtry,its Maſt carried the RoyalFlag,andits yards were loaden with 
parlands,and crowns of verdure and flowers,amongſt whichthere 
was one faſtned, accompanied with a ſtreamer, which carried for 
Deviſe, us fas & fata,todenote,that the King,in embarking him- 
ſelf, went tothe place where the juſtice of his cauſc,and the provi- 
dence of God called him,and to allude to the ordinary Motto of 
the Kings of England, Dieu & mon droift, The King entredthere 
with all theRoyalFamily;bur ſeeing a shallop to approach cove- 
red, glaſed and tapiſtred which the Admiral Montague had ſent 
from aboard him , as ſoon as he ſaw the King to appear on the 
Strand, he entred into her , and the Queen of Bohemia followed 
him. 'This Shallop was accompanied with many others,and was 
rowed with oars, by the ſeamen, who ſeeing themſelves in poſ- 
ſeſſion of their Soveraign Prince,madethe whole neigbour shore 
to reſound with theirshouts ; and expreſled their joy by all the 
marks that could be required from perſons of that quality: ſome 
in caſting their caps up into the air, and others, in caſting them 
into the ſea, to which ſome likewiſe abandoned their doublets 
and waſtcoaſts, The Lord Montague,who had changed the Flag 
of the pretended Republick , before he departed from the coaſt 
of 
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of England,and born that of the three Kingdoms, whilſt he was 
in the rode; ſeeing the King to approach,cauſed theRoyal Flag to 
be put to the main maſt,and to the Caſtle of the poop, and recei- 
ved his Majeſty, with the greateſt ſubmiſſion, that could be ren- 
dred to a Prince, at the top ofthe ladder, by which one goes up 
unto the ship. The King rendred him all the teſtimonies of good: 
neſs and affeftion,which he could expect from a Soyeraign,who 
acknowledged perfectly the important ſervices he had done 
him,as having been one of the moſt powerful inſtruments of his 
re-eſtablichment, whereof he had given him aſſurances long be- 
fore;and a moſt certain proof,when he departed from the Sound, 
upon the King's orders,to fayour the deſign of Sir George Booth, 
who had taken arms forthe ſervice of his Majeſty,under pretence 
of demanding the convocation of a free Parliament. | 
It was paſt eleyen a clock when the King arrived at the 
Fleet, ſo that as ſoon as his Majeſty was never lo little diſinga- 
ged of a part of thoſe that would follow him to the ship, hepur 
himſelfat table in the gallery of the poop, with the ocher Royal 
Perſons, and cauſed ſotne perſons of condition , and the molt 
confident of his Majeſty, to be entertained in the other apart 
ments ; the Lord Montague making as fair an expence at this 
repaſt, and atall the others following , asatthis paſſage of rhe 
King, which was but of two daics, he imploicd more then two 
thouſand Jacobuſles, though the Lotds the Eſtates had provided 
his ship,and the reſt of the Fleet, with all kinds of proviſions,and 
refreshmentsneceſſary,beyond whatneeded foro little a paſſage, 
After dinner , the King received again the laſt complements of 
ſome particular perſons , expreſs'd great civility to the Deputies 
of the Eſtates of Holland, ( for whom M" of Waſlenaer, Licute- 
nant Admiral of the Province,uttered the ſpeech) and ſent them 
away with new proteſtations of affection and amity, The Sea 
was calm, and the Heaven ſo cleer, that the King had a deſire to 
diſcoyer once again a Country, where he had received ſo many 
teſtimonies of reſpect and love : to this purpoſe he went up on 
the top of the poop,” and ſeeing that the people, with which he 
had left the Downs covered, remained there ſtill, he could not 
chuſe but ſay,thathe muſt confeſs, it was impoſlible that his own 
AS —_ {ub- 
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ſubje&s could have more reriderneſs for kim,thenthote people, 
on whoſe affeC&tions he faw that he reigned no leſs , then, he was 
going to reign on the wils of the English. 

Afﬀcer this, he embraced the Prince of Orange, with the fame 
tenderneſs, as he could have had for his own Son, and gaye him 
his bleſſing; and took leave of the Queen of Bohemia, Bur when 
he was to depart from the Princefs Royal,his Sifter,thatPrincefs, 
who had with fo much courage, and-withour grief almoſt, look'd 
all pafs'd misfortunes in the face, and who had vertue enough, to 
fortifie that of her brothers, had need of all his conſtancy, to re- 
ſolve her (elf, to ſuffer this ſeparation,whichshe had wished with 
ſo much impatience,and whoſe conſequences wereto be fo glo- 
rious both to one and t'other. The King himſelf, who had had 
_ reſolution enoughtto witneſs no weakneſsin his greateſt misfor- 
tunes, cannot reſiſt the tears of a Siſter, whom many other con- 
fiderations,as ſtrong as thoſe of birth render extreamly dear unto 
hini.She would haye been inconſolable,butforthe hopeshe hadto 
ſee again shortly the King, her brother,in his Kingdom,and they 

would have been troubled+to difingage her from the arms of his 
Majeſty , if Admiral Montague had not cauſed the ankors to be 
weighed, and given ſignal to the other ships to ſet ſail. The Ad- 
miral ship was already under ſail for England, when the Queen 
of Bohemia, the Princeſs Royal, and the Prince of Orange, deſ- 
cended into the Bark , which was to bring them back again to 
the land. All the artillery of the Fleet, ſaluted thoſe Royal Per- 
ſons , and the Battry ofthe Downs anſwered it, withthe ſmall 
Shot of the Citizens and Guards. It was about four a clock in the 
after-noon,that the Fleet did ſet fail, and about fix a clock, it was 
ootten ſo far of that the people,which ſtirdnot from the Downs, 
having loſt ſight of it, retired themſelves, whilſt the King con« 
tinued his way towards his Kingdoms,with the ſame proſperity, 
which was ſeen lately to accompany all his affairs,
